o a powerfully inſinuating that a certain number 
0 BW were infallibly ordained to eternal ſalvation, 
t the reſt to inevitable deſtruction; and that not 
{- WJ 41! the religious exerciſes of my mind could 


poſſibly make any alteration in my final def- 

tination and allotment. If God had damned 

me from all eternity, I muſt be damned for- 
COD ever - 
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ever; if he had hn me to eternal ſalva- 
tion, T might ſet my heart at reſt, and live juſt 
ſuch a life as would moſt gratify my natural 
inclinations; for what advantage could there 
be in religion, and ſelf-denial, if an eternal, 
unalterable decree ſecured my fmal end. I 
felt willing to hope I was a choſen veſſel; and 
for a ſhort time theſe ideas fo crouded into 
my mind, that I was even ready to conclude a 
God all goodneſs had doomed the far greater 
part of mankind to never ending miſery, 
without any provocation on their part. I now 
view the doctrine of, unconditional election 
to Eternal life, and reprobation to eternal de- 
ſtruction, with abhorrence. I almoſt marvel, 
that under a cloud of darkneſs, my rational 
faculties, could ever be ſo impoſed upon, as 
to aſſent to ſo erroneous a ſentiment. I know 
of no doctrine in the world, that more ſhock- 
ingly reflects on the character of the Deity, 

I did not indeed ſo drink down this falſe 
doctrine, as to relinquiſh my purpoſe of amend- 
ment all at once; I held out a few weeks; 
when, mournful to relate, the influence of 
young company, and my vehement deſires 
for creaturely indulgence, through the tole- 
rating influence of the aforeſaid inſinuations, 
brake through all my moſt ſolemn engage- 
ments, threw down the walls and fortifica- 
tions, and expoſed me an caſy, prey to the 
grand enemy of my ſoul's ſalvation. Again 
I took my ſwing in vanity, amuſements and 
diffipation. This, however, was but 'a ſhort

_ paving the way for other falſe doctrines. Not 
much ſooner had I received and cheriſhed one 
of the grand falſehoods of the father of lies, 
the doctrine of irreſiſtible neoeſſity, and pre- 
 Ceſtination, than in the miſts of darkneſs 
which ſpread over my mind, under the bale- 
ful influence thereof, even dared tq deny the 
eternal deity; and, horrible to the laat degree 
to think of, I began to rejoice in the idea of 
. unbounded, unreſtrained !icentiouſnels , and 
_ carnality ; and that I was unaccountable for 
my conduct, not canſidering that, on m7 
atheiſtical ſcheme, 1 Was unprotected. and had 
no more to hope than to fear; none to look

him, in order to find and enjoy him, I alſo 
found it my duty: often .to wait upon him 
alone, in awful filent retirement, not ap- 
proaching him in fupplication, but when hc 


influenced my heart thereto, with the true 
ſpirit of prayer and interceſſion, He alfo 


ſhewed me, that religion was an internal 11 
in the ſoul; that great attention, {incerity 
and punctuality were neccflary to the growth 


and proſperity of it: that I muft not be con- 


tent with attending meetings, and fitting in 


* filence, though ever fo reycrently and pro- 


perly ; I muſt live continually in an inward 
watchfulnefs and dedication of heart; watch 
all my thoughts, words and actions, and 
know all brought to judgment; and allow 


nothing to paſs une xaminsd, nor willingly 
unapproved: that I muſt oblerye the molt 
upright honeſty and fincerity in my dealings 


among men, as in the prefence of God. He 


taught me, that men generally rely too much 
on external performances; and thus guard- 
ing my mind againſt thinking too much of 
any thing outward. He opened my under- 


ſtanding to behold my duty, in regard to 
outward plainneſs; that a plain, decent, and 


not coſtly dreſs and way of living, in all 
things, was moſt agreeable to true chriſtian 
gravity and felf:denial: that rich, ſhowy or 


gaudy dreſs, houſe, food or furniture, fed 
and

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and foſtered pride and oſtentation; robbed 
the poor, pleaſed the vain, and led into a 


great deal of unneceſſary care, tpil and ſoli- 
citude, to obtain the means of this way of 


life and appearance; that it could not afford 


any true and ſolid fatisfaction; but muſt un- 
avoidably divert the mind from inward feel- 
ing watchfulneſs; retard the work of morti- 
fication and true ſelt-denial; and facilitate un- 
profitable aſſociation and acquaintance with 
tuch as would rather alienatc the affections 
from God, than unite the ſoul to him. 
us inſtructed, T bowed in reverence ; 
and as it became from time to time neceſſa- 
ry to procure new clothing, I endeavoured to 
conform my outward appearance in this re- 
| ſpect to the dictates of truth, in which I 
found true peace and ſatisfaction. Alſo he 

inſtructed me to uſe the plain ſcripture lan- 
guage, Thou to one, and you to more 


than one. The croſs greatly offended me 
in regard to theſe things. This of language 


in particular, looked ſo trifling and fooliſh to 
the worldly wiſe part in me, and the fear of 
the world's dread laugh, ſo powerfully op- 
poſed it, that it was very hard and trying 
to my natural will to give up to this duty. 1 


thought if my riglit hand would excuſe my 


compliance, I would gladly ſacrifice it, or 
yield it up, rather than give up to uſe ſuch a 
deſpiſed: language, and ſubmit to be laughed 
at, as viewing religion concerned in ſuth 
things as theſe. This may ſcem incredible 
to ſome, but! it is true, and! as freſh. with me 
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as almoſt any paſt exerciſe. This exerciſe 
beſet me day and night for ſome time, during 
which I had many ſorrowful and bitter tears, 
pleaded many excuſes, and greatly wiſhed” . 
ſome ſubſtitute might be accepted inſtead of 
the thing called for; but he who called me 


into the performance of theſe fooliſh things, 


(to this world's wiſdom) was graciouſly pleaſed 


to ſhew me with indubitable clearneſs, that 
he would choote his ſacrifice himſelf; and 
that neither a right hand nor a right eye, 
neither thouſands of rams, nor ten thouſands 


of rivers of oil, would by any means anſwer 


Inſtead of his requirings. If he called for fo 


weak or foolith-a thing as the words hou and 
thee to a ſingle perſon, inſtead of you, nothing 


| elſeof my ſubſtituting would do inſtead of 


it; for the fooliſhneſs of God is wiſer -than 
men.“ Let none diſpute the ground with 
Omnipotence, nor confer with fleſh and 
blood; leſt therein, deſpiſing the day of ſmall 
things, they fall by little and little. * 
For be aſſured, O! thou call.d of the 
Lord, thou canſt never become his 'cho/en; 


unleſs thou obey his call, and come out of all 
he calls thee from. It thou art not faithful 


in the little, thou wilt not be made ruler ober 
much, Perhaps, few will believe the fulneſs 
of heavenly joy which ſprang in my boſom, 
as a welk-ſpring of living waters, after my. 


giving up in faithfulneſs to this requiſition. 
= And yet this flow of divine conſolation laſted. 


not long at-this time; for though I gave un 
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td whatever the Lord required of me, yet as 
1 had ſo long and ſo ſtubbornly rebelled 
againſt him, he ſaw meet, in his infinite wiſ- 
dom, foon to hide his face from me again, 
and cloſe me up in almoſt utter darkneſs, 
whieh rendered my days truly tedious, and 
my nights weariſome to my ſoul. 1 was 
fully convinced that God was to be known 
inwardly, in power and great glory, by thoſe 
who: obey him, and wait upon him. My 
heart was inflamed with love towards him. 1 
had ſeen a little of his comelineſs—He had 
become the beloved of my ſoul, the chiefeſt 
among ten thoufands; therefore I often retir- 
ed alone, and, in profound reverential ſilence, 
ſought after him, and preſſingly ſolicited a 
nearer acquaintance with him. But he, Know- 
ing what: was beſt for me, graciouſly hid. his 
Preſence from me. And though this was a 
painful fuſpenhion; yet I could-not be cafy to 
give over ſeeking him; Iſtill continued my. 
ardent filent approaches, or waitings. I Wait 
ed indeed, with all the reverence, humility, 
: and folicitude that my ſoul was capable of; 
but all ſeemed in vain. Oh! the mourning 
and lamentation, the diſtreſs and bitter weep- 
ing, that almoſt continually overwhelmed 
me for ſeveral months together, for the want 
of the ſoul-enlivening preſence of my God.

At length the Father of mercies, "Barry 
thus tried me, he. graciovſly caſt an eye of 
ceompaſſion upon me, hearkened to the voice 
of my diſtreſs, made bare his everlaſting Arm 
for my deliverance, gradually dee. . his 
pre ſence to me, and opened. my heart to un- 
derſtand why, he led mem through ſo trying 
2 diſpenſation. I now began to diſcern the

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I began to ſee the neceſſity of the Lord's 
ſending his forerunner, that the way wy 
be prepared, and the paths made ſtraight. I 
perceived much roughneſs, unevenneſs and 
crookedneſs had been in the way. I began 
to know, and in degree to love the rod, and 
him who had appointed it; and as the Maſter 
maniteſted himſelf more and more, I under- 
 Novd more and more of the myſterious 
ways of his working.

After ſome time I had many clear open- 
_ ings reſpecting the many trials, experiences, 
jeopardies and deliverauces of his followers 
in days paſt; and a hope was kindled in me, 
that now I ſhould go forward without meet- 
mg with ſuch beſetments, and withdrawings 
of light, as heretofore : for though the Lord 
ſtill at times withdrew from me; yet as his 
return was not long after, and as his pre- 
tence was much more conſtantly with me, 
T1 was ready to conclude it would continue 
with increaſing brightnefs, until I ſhould be 
wholly and continually ſwallowed up in his 
love: for, as ſuch a ſtate was ſometimes per- 
mitted me, EF not clearly underſtanding the

ſitudes and changes in the natural world: 
inſomuch that, perhaps in the 'moſt pleaſant 
and flouriſhing ſeaſon in the wliole year, 
after a few days of clear ſhining and tran- 
quility, there ariſes a moſt terrible ſtorm, 
with wind, lightening and tremendous thun- 
der; and it may be with hailſtones ſcattered 
abroad upon the face of the earth. At otber 
times will high -and ruſhing. winds fucceed 
the calmeſt day; or pinching droughts the 
moſt fruitful ſeaſon. Even the ſettled order 
and ſucceſſion of ſeaſons is a continual revo- 
lution of day and night, ſummer and winter, 
ſeed-time and harveſt. We have cold as 
well as heat; darkneſs as well as light, 
and cutting froſts as well as moſt retreſh- 
ing dews; and a variety of other changes. 
All this is in infinite wiſdom and goodneſs; 
and diſplays to the diſcerning eye the pro- 
vidential power and glory of the great Su- 
perintendent. My ſoul hath ſometimes been 
enraptured whilſt I have viewed and contem- 
plated the operations of his hand in thefe 
things; together with the fituation of pla- 
ces; rocks and lofty mountains, ſturdy. oaks 
and tall cedars; rivers, lakes and oceans; 
meadows; fields and foreſts; deferts and vaſt 
howling wilderneſſes; with the various inha- 
bitants of both land and water. And over 
and above all theſe, the fun, moon and ſtars 
in thee) courſes; and conſtellations. of. hea- 
ven! All-theſe, things (though: far ſhort. of 
being ſufficient food for immortal fouls, and 
perhaps not beſt to dwell much upon) have

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"nevertheleſs animatingly affected my mind 
in the contemplation of them; and raiſed 


my ſoul in adoration to him who is the for- 
mer of all things; and who, when he was 


pleaſed to anſwer out of the whirlwind, and

his inſtruction, was pleaſed to make the won- 
derful works of his hand, and the excellent 
order of his government, the ſubjects of his 
demands. And who among the fons of men 
can read the ſolemn queries then uttered: by 
the Divine Majeſty, and not feet ſome ten- 
der emotions of foul; as, Haſt thou com- 
* manded the morning ſince thy days, and 
* cauſed the dayſpring to know his place?“ 
is one among the many ſolemn and ſublime 
interrogatives, by the wiſdom of an all- 
knowing God, demanded of his fervant; ſut- 
ficiently declaring, beyond all hefitation,, 
how infinitely exalted above all human 
comprehenſion, he is in wifdom, power ant 
glory; as well as amply ſetting forth his

My ſoul rejoiceth, and giveth God thanks, 
for the deep probations and withdrawings 
of his preſence; as well as for the ſenſible 
incomes of his love, and ariſings of the light 
of his countenance upon me. I ſee, and own 
it needful to my growth in the divine life, as 
well as in order to my complete emancipa- 
tion from the ſervitude of fin, that he ſhould 
deal thus with me: and it has afforded in- 
ſtruction to my mind, that he is called in 
{ſcripture by the name of the Lord that

Oli! what panting of ſoul, what anxious ſoli-

by my little withholdings, favoured with 
freſh and increaſing incomes of his love, and. 
from time to time, caſt up my way with ſtill 
greater clearnefs; and at length in a manner 
ſo clear, and confirmihg, as eraſed doubt 
and heſitation from my mind. In the freſh 
authority whereof 1 uttered a few words in 
our meeting at Proyidence, on the firſt day 
of the week; and icth of the 4th month 
1774, to my own and I believe my friends 
ſatisfaction. -I felt the returns of peace 
in my own boſom, as a river of hte, for a 
_ conſiderable time afterwards, ſweetly com- 
forting my mind, and confirming me in this 
ſolemn undertaking. 5 
Alfter ſome time of heavenly rejoicing, I 
: began again to be tried with various exer- 
ciſes and conflicts of mind, though ſtill fre- 
quently favoured with the flowings of divine 
love, in a very comfortable and foul-ſatisty- 
ing manner. At divers times J had hyely im- 
preſſions to ſay a few words more, in publick 
teſtimony; but ſtill waited to be well aſſured. 
The unſpeakable conſolatian which I found, 
on my firſt uttering a few words, and that 
after a conſiderable time of rather holding. 
back, than haſty. procedure, had fully con- 
firmed me that there is greater ſafety in turn- 
ing the fleece, and well-proving it, both wet 
and dry, than in ruſhing forward in the firſt 
operation or openings. The beaſts, allow- 
ed in ſacrifhce, were to chew the cud and 
divide the hoof. Chewing the cud is a deli- 
berate act: they chew and ſwallow, and

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chew and ratios: again. The diviſion of the 
hoot being on the u pping member, ſhews

ceeding encouraged to run too faſt, I was 
favoured to know the fire of the Lord right- 
ly kindled upon his altar; and to witneſs an 
offering of his own preparing. And I am 
well aſſured that ſuch, and ſuch only are the 
ahi.” which will find acceptance with 
him. He never will rejedt theſe, any 
more than a oi ek of thuman. obtrud- 
me. --- 
My ſecond publick Appearance in the 
miniſtry was at the lower meeting-houſe in 


Smithfield; 19th of the 1oth month 1574, 


when 1 found a living-concern to encourage 
a careful engagement before the Lord, out 
of meetings; and to preſs it upon Friends to 
draw nigh unto him from day to day, that 
ſtrength may be renewed, and the divine ſfa- 
vour of life retained, leſt we loſe the living 
ſenſe of what we often graciouſly enjoy in 
our religious meetings. Lite, divine life, 
attended me in this little teſtimony, as in 
the former. And after meeting I enjoyed 
the ſweet influence of him who is the God 


of my ſalvation, in a degree that was greatly 
to my confirmation and encouragement. 
After this I fill continued ſeeking unto and 
waiting upon God tor counſel and direction; 


in which frame of mind I was favoured to 
renew 
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renew and :increaſe a living acquaintance 
with him; and witneffed freſh inſtruction to 
my mind. I appeared but ſeldom in publick 
teſtimony, and moſtly in a few words. at a 
time, and yet I have ſome few times been 
made ſenſible of ſaying too much; and for 
which J have felt more pain of mind than. I 
have often felt, if ever, for withholding. 
However, through merciful preſervation, I 
have ſeldom to my knowledge appeared of- 
tener or ſaid more than has tended to my 
own relief and ſatisfaction, and, for ought 
I know, to the ſatisfaction of my brethren: 
bleſſed be the name of the Lord my God. 1 
bow awfully before him, for his directing 
and preſerving preſence, through many 
deep probations. He hath been with me in 
the heights and in the depths; has ſtrung 
my bow and covered my head in the day of 
wars. May I ſerve him faithfully all the 
days of my ſtay here, until I go Keane and 
be ſeen of men no more. ;

T this time I. kept a ſchool for F tes 
children in the town of Pr ovidence ; 
and having for ſeveral years paſt believed 
at times, that it might be beſt to preſerve 
ſome account of my pilgrimage through the 
wilderneſs , of this world, I now began a 
more regular and conſtant journal of my ex- 
erciſes, and the Lord's gracious dealings with 
me, than I had herctotore preſerved, I had 
before made a few minutes of ſomè remark- 
able occurrences, which (together with what 
was freſh in my memory, and ſo recorded 
there as not likely ſoon if ever to be obli- 
terated) enabled me to write the foregoing 
account; and thus to bring it forward to this 
time. 
On the firſt day of iſt month 127.6, 1 fell 
and received a ſmall wound, which was at- 
tended with confiderable ſoreneſs and pain; 
and next day having in addition to this a 
turn of the nervous or ſick head-ach, I was 
confined to the houſe: and hope theſe light 
afflictions were not wholly, uſeleſs to me, in 
regard 
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regard to my beſt intereſt. O that every 
trial may help to refine and prepare my ſoul 
for the city of my God. ? 

le venth, went to quarterly meeting at 
Newport; it held two days, not very Jively; 
yet a remnant were concerned to labour for 
the welfare of Sion. 

1775. About theſe days, I went chreugh 
great diſcouragements and heavy exerciſes, 
but was moſtly enabled to hope and believe 
jt was all for my good, and would tend, if 

rightly endured, to my furtherance and en- 
largement in divine things; and, blefled be 
the name of him who led and ſupported me 
through them; he did indeed ariſe for my 
help and conſolation, even with healing in 
his wings; and that too, when JI was almoſt 
ready to faint, and deſpair of his help; which 
made me hope I ſhould truſt in him, and 
rely upon him, for the future; even in and 
through all trying diſpenſations. Indeed it 
is eaſy to hope and believe we ſhall truſt in 
the Lord, when he ſhines'upon us, and ſheds 
abroad his love in our hearts, making us 
livingly to joy and rejoice in his preſence, 
Which was now gractoufly my happy experi- 
ence; but alas! when we have again and 
again to paſs through the valley and ſhadow 
of death, it is not ſo.caſy to ſtand aries Tory

My exerciſed ſoul has had large experi- 
ence of theſe Heights and depths; and knows 
that nothing but divine power can uphold

_ encourage my drooping mind—may I ever 
walk worthy the remembrance, ſym 3 
and prayers of my friends. 


In time of filence and retirement, in fa- 
mily deyotion, wherein we were engaged to 
wait upon the Lord, for the ' renewal of 
ftrength together, my mind was livingly 
opened 1 into a freſh and humbling ſenſe of 

= the 
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the unſpeakable love and goodneſs of God 
to poor, frail, finite man in ancient days 
—particularly I was bowed in conſidera- 
tion of his wonderful dealings with Noah; 
and how he was with him in the ark; and 
how he taught him to prepare it for his own 
and family's preſervation: how he was with 
Abraham when he left his father's houſe at 
his command, and went forth not knowing 
whither he was to go: alſo how he was with 
Iſrael m Egypt, through the Red ſea, the wil- 
derneſe, and jordan; with David, when he 
Hed from Saul, being hunted as a partridge 
upon the mountains; with Jonah, in the 
whale's belly; with Daniel, in the lion's 
den; and the three children, in the fiery 
furnace; with his own well beloved ſon, in 
great trials and temptations, which he was 
Jed through in the wilderneſs and among 
men: ally how he was with the apoſtles, and 
ſupported them, when men roſe up againſt 
them: and through all their perils. by fea 
and land, and by and among falſe brethren. 
What ſhall I ſay? he hath ever been a ſanc- 
tuary and fafe hiding place for the righteous 
in all ages, and remains to be ſo ſtill; and as 
truly and powerfully ſo now as ever.—And 
as my mind was thus led and opencd, earneſt 
| breathings were begotten in me, that we of 
the preſent generation, who have known his 
loving kindneſs, may walk worthy of the con- 
tinuance thereof, and never diſtruſt his care 
and providence ; aſſuredly believing, that he 
who hath bcen with us in fix troubles will not 
leave 
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leave us in the ſeventh, if we firmly truſt in, 
and ſteadfaſtly follow him. But if we ſhould 
draw back, his ſoul would then have no plea- 
ſure in us—Oh! therefore, ſaith my ſoul, that 
we may be vigilant, knowing that our ad- 
verſary, the devil, like a roaring lion, goes 
about continually ſeeking whom he may de- 
vour. 

In the 6th month I attended our yearly 
meeting on Rhode-Ifland. John Hunt and 
Nicholas Waln from Philadelphia, and Wil 
liam Jones and Benjamin Sweat from New- 
Jerſey, attended ſaid meeting—lt held a num; 
ber of days, the ſeveral fittings thereof being 


times of divine favour; the ſouls of ſome 


paintul travellers Zion-ward were greatly en- 
couraged and rejoiced in the Lord. Dear 


John Hunt was livingly opened in goſpel 


love and authority divers times among us in 
theſe meetings. 


A paper was ſent from our deputy-governos 
to the Friends of our meeting, requeſting that 
ſuch as had ſmall arms would produce them 
at the court-houſe next day, in order that the 
guns in the government might be known, 
and an account thereof ſent to the continental 
congreſs. After mature conſideration, a pa- 
per was ſigned by ſuch male members of 
our ſociety as lived within the town, in an- 
{wer to ſaid requeſt, informing that our reli- 
gious principles and conſcientious perſuaſion 
did not admit of a compliance. This was 

carried to the deputy-governor, who receiv- 


ed it 1 and ſeemed ſatished, ſaying he 
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believed liberty of conſcience was the natura 
riglit of all mankind. Thus the Lord made 


way for us, bleſſed be his holy name for 


ever. 
Much cloſe exerciſe of mind I had for a con- 

ſiderable length of time, on account of ſome 

particular ſeruples which from time to time 


revived with weight. and ſo preſſingly accom- 


panied me, that I could not get rid of them. 


It being a time of war, and preparations for 


war between Great-Þritain and America, and 
the rulers of America having made a paper 
curreney, protefledly for the ſpecial purpoſe 


of promoting or maintaining ſaid war; and 


it being expected rhat F riends would be tried 
by requiſitions for taxes, principally for the 
{tupport of war; I was greatly exerciſed in 
{pirit, both on account of taking and paſting 
faid money, and in regard to the payment of 


ſuch taxes, neither of which felt eaſy to my 


mind. I believed a time would come when 
chriſtians would not ſo far contribute to the 
encouragement and ſupport of war and fight- 
ings, as voluntarily to pay taxes that were 


mainly, or even in conhderable proportion, 


tor defraying the expenſes thereof; and it 
was alo impreficd upon my mind, that if J 
took and paſſed the money that I knew was 
made on purpoſe to uphold war, I ſhould not 
bear a teſtimony againſt war; that for me, as 
anindivridual, would be a faithful one. I knew 
the people's minds were in a rage againſt 


ſuch as, from any motive whatever, ſaid 
0x acted any thing tending to diſcountenance 


the 


— 
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ſition to the preſent war in particular, as even 


againſt it. I had abundant reaſon to expect 


motives, but ſuck as reſpect the propriety of 


** N 
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the war. I was ſenſible that refufing to pay 
the taxes, or to take the currency, would 
immediately be conſtrued as a pointed oppo- 


our refuſing to bear arms was, notwithſtand- 
ing our long and well known teſtimony 


great cenſure and ſome ſuffering in confe- 
quence of my faithfulneſs, if I ſhould ſtan'l 
faithful in theſe things; though I knew that 
my ſcruples were unconnected with any par- 
ty conſiderations, and uninfluenced by any 


a truly chriſtian conduct in regard to war at 


large. I had no deſire to promote the oppo- 
ſition to Great-Britain; neither had I any 
dleſire on the other hand to promote the 


meaſures or ſucceſs of Great-Britain, I be- 
lieved it my buſineſs not to meddie with any 

thing from ſuch views; but to let the pot- 
ſnerds of the earth alone in their fmiting one 
againſt another: but I wiſhed to be clear in 
the fight of God, and to do all that he might 
require of me, towards the more full iniro- 
duction and coming of his peaceable kingdom 
and government on earth. I found many 


well concerned brethern, who ſeemed to have. 


little or nothing of theſe fcruples; and ſome 


others who were like-minded with me herein. 


Under all thefe confiderations the time look- 
ed ſomewhat gloomy; and at feaſons great 
diſcouragement fpread over my mind. But 
after ſome ſtrugglings, and a length of cloſe 
exerciſe, attended with much inward looking

to the Lord for direction and ſupport, I was 
enabled to caſt my care upon him, and to riſk 
mylelt and my all in his ſervice, come what- 
ever might come, or ſufter whatever 1 might 
ſuffer, in conſequence thereof. I was well 
aware of many arguments and objeQions 
againſt attending to {ſuch ſcruples; and ſome 
_ reemingly very plaufible ones, from ſeveral 
EY ges of ſcripture, eſpecially reſpecting ta x- 
; but I believed I ſaw them all to ariſe from 
a want of clear underſtanding reſpecting the 
true meaning of ſaid paſſages; and I knew] 
had no worldly intereſt, eaſe or honour, to 
promote by an honeſt attention to what I be- 
lieved were the reproofs and convictions of 
divine inſtruction. I well knew, not only by 
reading, but experimentally, that He that 


däoubteth is condemned if he eat; and that 


what is contrary to faith and conviction is 
hin; therefore I chole rather to ſuffer in this 
world, than incur the diſpleaſure of him, 
from whom cometh all my conſolation and 
biethngs. 
1776. In company with my dear friend 
Moſes Farnum, I viſited Friends at Richmond, 
in New-Hampfhire government, a branch 
of our Monthly Meeting. We were twice 
at their meeting, ard viſited I believe all their 
families. It was an exercitmy time to me; 
and I was almoſt wholly filent both in meet- 
ings and families, and even much reſtrained 
from converſation. Yet I had a hope that all 
was working together for my good; and 
endured my trials with a degree of patience, _ 
though _ 
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though I often groaned inwardiy for deliver- 
ance, however the Lord brought me through 
all, and gave me to rejoice in his ſalvation. 
Tenth month. Having for nearly a year 
| declined taking the paper currency, agree- 
ably to. the ſecret perſuahon which I had of 
my duty therein, as before mentioned: I have 
now the ſatisfaction of comparing the differ- 
ent rewards of obedience and diſobedience ; ; 
tor though, from the very firſt circulation of 
ſaid money, I felt uneaſy in taking it; yet 
fears and reaſonings of one kind or ano— 
ther prevailed on me to take it for a ſea- 
ſon; and then it became harder to re- 
fuſe it than it would probably have been at 
firſt: but, growing more uneaſy and di- 
trefled about it, at length I refuicd it alto- 
gether, ſince which 1 haye felt great peace 
and ſatisfaction of mind therein; which has 
in a very confirming manner been increa{- 
ing from time to time, the longer I have re- 
tuſed it: and although ] get almoſt no mo- 
ney of any kind, little other being in circula - - 
tion, yet I had much rather live and de- 
pend on Divine Providence, for a daily ſup- 
ply, than to increaſe in the mammon of this 
world's goods, by any ways or means in- 
conſiſtent with the holy will of my heaven 
ly Father—and the prayer- of my ſoul to 
him is, that I and all his children may be 
preſeryed faithful to him i in all his requirings, 
and out of that love of things here below, 
which alienates from the true love of and 
communion with him. 


In 
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In the 11th month this year I viſited, in 
company with a Friend of our monthly meet- 
ing, the meetings and many of the. families 
of Friends on Rhode-Iſland, and had much 
ſatisſaction therein; for though J had hard 
work in ſome families, and paſſed through 
ſome cloſe exerciſcs, yet the Lord was with 
me and bore me up through all, opening my 
way in the ſpring of divine life, and furniſhing 
with ſuitable matter for communication, to 
the relief and conſolation of my own mind, 


others, And it was remarkable to me, that 
ina very ſhort time, indeed not many days 
after I had thus diſcharged my duty, and paid 
his legacy of love to my dear friends on this 
land, the king's troops took poſſeſſion there- 
of, whereby the communication was greatly 
obſtr ucted, for a conſiderable length of time, 
between Friends there and the main, that, 
had ] not given up to perform this ſmall ſer- 

vice juſt as I did, and when the weight of it 
was livingly upon me, it is probable I might 
never have done it at all, or not to much 
ſatisfaction.ä— A ſenſe of the Lord's good- 
neſs enabling me to go in the right time, 
and to find relief and ſatisfaction in the 
viſit, bowed my mind, and raifed defires 
therein, that I might ever live like one who 
knows himſelf to be but a pilgrim on the 
earth, and that God alone can ſuſtain him, 
Amen. 

Twelfth month. Divers Pr iends of our 
meeting at Providence became exerciſed in 
regard 
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and I hope to the benefit and comfort of 
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regard to the commotion that was prevailing 
among the inhabitants. It was ſaid, and I 
ſuppoſe was true, that a Britiſh lect with 
troops had been ſeen not far from Rhode- 
Iland; and it was ſuppoſed they were aim- 
ing to come into New-Port harbour, and 
probably up the river to this town. This 
greatly ſurpriſed many of the inhabitants. 
—Many moved their goods, and ſome their 
families out of town, in great haſte and preci- 
pitancy. The town ſeemed in an uproar; 
carts rattling, and teams driving all night; 
and among others, a few Friends, in this ſud- 
den conſternation, were induced to move 
ſome of their effects alſo, and a ſmall matter 
was done at moving their families: and this 
being, in the view of ſome concerned T Gy 
a weighty, ſerious matter, a conference wa 
held after the afternoon meeting on a firſt as 
upon the occaſion, ſome Friends of other meet- 
ings alſo being preſent, and though nothing 
ecnſorious or uncharitable appeared]! in any, rc 
ſpecting the conduct of any, yet it was adviſed 
that Friends ſhould be very careful to act in 
moderation, and not in the hurry, but wait for 
clearneſs, and for ability to act becoming our 
holy profeſſion. Next day this advice was 
further inculcated by the meeting for ſuffer- 
ings, which ſat in town, and whicli, after ſolid 
conſideration, adviſed that Friends keep ſtill 
and quiet, and do no more, unleſs, upon deep 
and ſolid confideration, the way ſhould be 
clearly ſeen for any. one to move, It was alſo 
thought adviſable for Friends in all things to 
„„ D 5 2 
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conduct fo as not to increaſe the commotion 
and intimidation, which was already too pre- 
valent among the people. This advice was very 
ſavoury to ſome of our minds, whoſe exerciſe 
was great on this occaſion; and whoſe travail 
of ſoul was, that Friends might be preſerved 
in the Rability of the unchangeable truth, 

Fifth day, i2th My mind was imprefled 
fo. deeply with a lively ſenſe of the excel- 
lency and neceſſity of true chriſtian charity, 
that J had to ſpeak of it in our meeting, in 
the-conſtrainings of the Father's Jove, labour- 
ing to encourage Friends to cultivate this ex- 
cellent virtue, in their own minds and 1 in each 
other. 

Fifth of 1ſt month 1777 Hor the want 
of cloſe attention to the word of divine life 
in my own ſoul, I made a blunder in my 
Publick teſtimony, . which greatly humbled 
me, and made me very careful and watchful 
afterwards. O! it is good to truſt in the 
Lord with all our hearts, not leaning to our 
own underſtandings. It was relying, too much 
on my own underſtanding and memory which 
brought this great anxicty upon me. And 1 
record it for future caution, mean-while be- 
feeching God Almighty. to preſerve me, and 
all his true goſpel minifters in the right line 
of ſafety and divine qualification, which is in 
and with the opening of the Spirit, and with 
the underſtanding alſo. 

Fifth day, 2d of th month. After a few 
words which I became concerned to expreſs 


in our week-day meetings my mind was ſo 
| clothed 
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clothed with the ſpirit of prayer and ſup- 
plication, that I was preyailed upon to 


kneel down, and publickly addrets the throne 


of grace. This was the firſt time I ever ap- 


peared in vocal publick ſupplication; and ; 


. = 


it was truly much in the croſs, as alſo in 
great fear and reverence. It was indeed to 
me an awful thing publickly to call on the 
name of the Lord, and I have been many 


times ſorely grieved at the liglit, Eaſy and 


unfeeling manner in which many do it. A 
tew weeks atter this, in writing a little piece 


on a ſpecial occafion, after particularly and 


affectionately mentioning the tender feelings 


and emotions of my heart towards ſeveral 


particular friends Ind acquaintances, my 
ſoul ſeemed overwhelmed with love and al- 


moſt unutterable good-will to the people of 


the Lord, where-ever ſcattered, the world 


over; in the freſh flowings whereof I enlar g- 
ed nearly as follows: But above all, O Sion, 


* thou city of the living God! what ſhall 1 


ſay to thee! all that is alive within me is 
moved at thy being now brought into my 


* remembrance! how ſhall Lexpreſs the over- 


; flowings of that love I now gfecl for thee; 


or that ardently travailing exerciſe, which 
* in the rolling of tender bowels engages my 


 * ſoul for thy eyerlaſting welfare! May the 


Lord of hoſts encamp round about thee, as a 
wall of fire, for thy defence. May eſt thou 


X ' know an abiding in thy tents, O Ifrael! Let 


not the earth, nor ail its endhantmenta en- 
ber thce from tl e croſs * e the Lard

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* alone can keep thee, and he only is worthy 
* of thy cloſeſt attention. Keep near, keep 
near, O choſen generation; keep near thy di- 
vine teacher, who is gracioufly vouchſafing 
* to teach thee himſelf! Dwell de ep, O ye tra- 
* yvailing ſouls, give not back; go on with 

him that hath called vou, although it may 

be through fire and water; through frowns 
* and reproaches : the everlaſting Arm will 
be underneath to ſupport you, as you make 

* God your refuge, and continue faithful in 
the glorious work of reformation which he 
is fitting ſome of you for. My life in tender- 
neſs runs out towards you: ye are as bone of 
* my bone, and fleſh of my fleſh. Oh ! may the 

Lord protect and preſerve you—may the 
bleſſings s of the everlaſting hills reſt upon 

* you; and efpecially upon ſuch of you as 

have been as it were feparated from your 

* brethron, and devoted to the great work of 
« the Lord in the earth; and be ye aſſured, if 
ye hold faſt the beginning of your confi- 

* dence and engagement ſteadfaſtly to the 
zend. no weapon formed againſt you ſhall 
© ever proſper; the tongue that rifeth in 
judgment againft you ſhall be condemned, 
and even though Gog and Magog wage war 
* and oppoſe you, the Lamb and bis followers 

* ſhall have the vietory.'—And as I have good 

grounds to believe this was written in the 
* good-will of him who dwelt in the bulh, I 

feel eaſy to tranſcribe it here, and Sive it a 

place in theſe memoirs. 

Having ſome time before this diſmiſſed my 
ſchool 
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ſchool at Providence, I opened one at Smith- 
field, in 1971, under the care, inſpection and 
direction of a ſolid committee, appointed by 
the monthly meeting for that purpoſe. Soon 
after this, I took ſeveral colds one after an- 
other, until at length, on the 26th of the 
2d month, leaving our monthly meeting, 
being quite unable to fit. through it, I went 
to my ſiſter's, where I was confined ſever- 
al weeks, brought very low, and at times 
ready to doubt my recovery. Indeed many 
of my friends and relations pretty much gave 
over expecting it. I was, after a ſeaſon of 
deep exerciſe and probation, enabled to re- 


ſign up life and all into the hands of him who 


3 made me; and to ſay in ſincerity, thy will ye 
done in life or death. And as 1 lay o 
night in great Uiſtreſs of body, and 4985 
thoughtfulneſs of mind, I was drawn into an 
awful view of death, eternity and eternal 

judgment, in a manner that I never had be- 
tore; but feeling my mind perfectly refign- 
ed to depart this life and launch into an end- 
leſs eternity, if ſo the Lord my God ſhould 

| pleaſe to order it; and finding all pain of 
body and anxiety of mind removed, I lay 


tin ſome time, thinking probably I might ere 


long be releaſed from all the pangs and toils 
of time, into the glorious rejoicings of eter- 
nal life. But, after a conſiderable length 
of time had paſſed in inward and profound 
ſtillneſs and adoration, large fields of labour 
were opened, and I ſaw that I muſt travel 
from place to place in this and diſtant lands,

fg ting. I informed ham that for divers years 
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in the Lord's commithon and ſervice. From 


this time I never entertained a doubt of my 
recovery, although I had afterwards a return 
or two of the diſorder more ſevere than be- 
fore: for theſe openings were in the freſh 
evidence of divine life. A flow of divine 
favour, in the ſheddings abroad of the love 
of God in my heart remained freſh and living 
with me, through moſt of the remaining time 


of my illneſs. After a few days I began to 


recover, and pretty {ſoon got a little about 
again, and before a great while attained my 
uſual ſtate of health: may thankſgiving and 
glory and honour be ever aſcribed by my ſoul 
to him, who has been with me in ſickneſs and 


n health, ſupporting and preſerving me in 


both, and enabling me to refign to his divine 
diſpofal. May I ever live anſwerable to ſuch 
regard of the Higheſt to me, a poor worm of 
the duſt. My ſoul has beeri bowed, felf has 


been abaſed; and through deep proſtration 
1 have been made to joy in the Lord, and 


re joice in the ſalvation of my God and Savi- 
our. 

Sixth a this year, an old acquaintance 
of mine, being now collector of rates, came 


and demanded one of me. I aſked him what 


it was for? He ſaid, to-link the paper money. 
I told him, as that money was made expreſs- 
1y for the purpoſe of carrying on war, I had 


xe fuſed to take it; and for the ſame reaſon 


could not pay a tax to fink it, believing it 
any duty to bear teftimony againſt war and 


paſt 
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paſt, even divers years before the war began, 
and when J had no expectation of ever being 
tried in this way, it had been a ſettled belief 
with me that it was not right to pay ſuch 
taxes; at leaſt not right for me, nor in my 
apprehenſion, right in itſelf; though ma- 
ny ſincere brethren may not at preſent ſee 
its repugnancy to the pure and peaceable 
ſpirit of the goſpel. I let him know I did 
not wiſh to put him to any trouble, but would 
be glad to pay it, if I could confiſtently 
with my perſuaſion. He appeared moderate, 

thoughtful and rather tender; and after a 
time of free and pretty full converſation upon 
the ſubject, went away in a pleaſant diſpo- 
ſition of mind, I being truly glad to fee him 
ſo. Divers ſuch demands were made of me 
in thoſe troubleſome times for divers years: I 
ever found it beſt to be very calm and candid; 
and to open, as I was from time to time 
enabled, the genuine grounds of my refuſal; 
and that if poſſible, ſo as to reach the under- 
ftandings of thoſe who made the demand. 
The Lord, who is ever attentive to the 
good of ſouls and the exaltation of his king- 
dom, is on his way, and truth will more fully 
break forth; righteouſneſs will come into do- 
minion ; the mountain of the Lord's houfe 
will ſurcly be eftablifhed above all the other 


mountains; but many of the called, through \« 


want of faithful attention to the call, may 
never become the clioſen, and ſo never come 
forth ene, in the teftimanp, nor ſtand im- 
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movable, nor triumph victoriouſly, in the 
Lamb's warfare. 

I think I have ſeen in the light, that too 
many that have come forth in a degree of 
true heavenly beauty, and through the fur- 
nace, being in ſome degree refined, have af- 
terwards loved this preſent world, delighted 
in its friendſhip, rejoiced in earthly accumu- 
lations, and let go their hold on heavenly 
good.

to deny ourſelves and take up the croſs, even 
in things that appear to be toolithneſs itſelf 
to this world's wiſdom, for it is in ſuch things 
that God in his wiſdom is often pleaſed to 
exercite and prove the integrity of his chil- 
dren, in order to confirm and eſtabliſh their 
humiliation and ſubjection of will to him and 
his holy law. Here pride has no free ſcope; 
the ſpirit and friendſhip of the world is care- 
fully renounced; and the croſs in all its neceſ- 
ſary operations ſubmitted to and embraced. 
A plain decent dreſs, a plain houfe, furniture 
and fare in all things, will beeome the humble 
followers of a meek and humble Saviour : 
plainneſs and fimplicity of language will beft 
adorn a real chriſtian. SD on. 
In theſe days I often renewed covenant 
with my God—ſat much alone—kept fitence 
Hand bore his yoke and rod upon me. Many 
days I ſpent nearly, if not quite, without fin; 
though many others were ſo ſpent, as to 
cauſe more or leſs of anxiety and wo: but 
Teven found the miniſtration of condemna- 
tion was truly glorious, becauſe it prepared 
my mind for, and led to the more glorious 
miniſtration of juſtification. Fervent was the 
engagement of my mind; and often my

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peace flowed like a river, and Sion's welfare 
{wallowed up almoſt all other confiderations 


and concerns. Much travail did I often reel * 
for the preſervation and growth of the Lord's 
viſited children, I mean thoſe who had become 


livingly ſenfible of the operations of his di- 
vine power upon their ſpirits and to ſome of 


thoſe I wrote once in a while an encouraging 
or perſuaſive letter, a confiderable number 


of theſe I have by me, but to avoid ſwelling 
theſe memoirs, I omit them here, as alſo a 


great part of the minutes and memorandums 
which I made of my exerciſes, watchings, 
ſtrivings and trials in thoſe days—In the 


time of waiting on the Lord in filent retire- 
ment alone, which was moſtly my daily prac- 
tice, it ſometimes pleaſed him to vail his holy 
preſence from me, in order to prove my pa- 
tience and ſteadfaſt reliance upon him; and 


ſometimes to command a ſolemn awful 


Hilence in me, wherein he often ſtood reveal- 
ed in majeſtic all-ſufficiency before me, in 


a manner which I have no words to convey. 


a clear idea of to any, who have not experi- 
enced the ſame in themſelves. But I am aſ- 


ſured that all, who rightly wait upon him in 
their own minds, will find him a God nigh at 
hand, and graciouſly diſpoſed to repleniſh and 
ſatisfy the hungry ſoul. I do not believe a 


man can go aſide, and fit down alone, to 


make the experiment, merely to ſee what 
the conſecuence of fitting in filence will be, 


without a real hunger and heart-felt tra- 
vail; and therein be favoured with the flow- 
| ings 
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ings of the holy oil. But none ever wait 
rightly and perſeveringly upon God in vain. 
The incomes of his love afford more true 
Joy, than all earth's richeſt enjoyments. A 
. * feaſt of fat things, of wines on the lees well 
refined if is the comfortable portion of his

In theſe awful approaches I beheld at times 
with clearneſs the kind hand of the Lord, in 
leading me through many deep probations. I 
viewed his overturning influence among men, 
in theſe outwardly trouble ſome times; and 
now and then my proſpects were livingly ex- 
tended in great good-will and rolling of bow- 
els, towards the church in general, and ſome 
places in particular, with a living evidence 
ſealed on my heart, that, if I abode faithful, I 
muſt devote confiderable time in the ſervice 
of the goſpel in my day and generation. My 
ſoul, under the animating influence of theſe 
openings and proſpects, at ſcaſons, bowed in 
reverent proſtration before Emmanuel, God 
with us.

T our.yearly meeting this year 1779, 
the ſubject of Friends paying taxes for 
war, came under ſolid conkderation. Friends 
were unanimous, that the teſtimony of truth, 
and of our ſociety, was clearly againſt our 
paying ſuch taxes as were wholly for war; 
and many ſolid Friends manifeſted a lively 
teſtimony againſt the payment of thoſe. in 
the mixture; which teſtimony appeared evi- 
dently to me to be on ſubſtantial grounds, 
arifing and ſpreading in the authority of 
truth. It was à time of refreſhment to an 
exerciſed number, whoſe ſpirits I truſt were 
teelingly relieved, in a joyful ſenſe of the 
light which then ſprung. up among us. On 
the whole, I am renewedly confirmed, that 
however the burden-bearers of the preſent 
generation among us may hold on their way, 
or tall ſhort and give back, the Lord will raiſe 
up a band of faithful followers, who, preferring 
Jeruſalem's welfare to their chiefeſt] joys, will 
preſs through the crowd of reaſonings, and 


 10llow tle Lamb whitherſoeyer he leadeth 
them. 


In 
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In thoſe days I paſſed through many trials 
and exerciſes, unknown except to God and 
my own foul: but he knew my heart, and all 
my tribulations, and how to carry me through 
every probation and beſetment. At one time 
Iclearly ſaw he was refining me in the furnace 
of affliction : then why ſhould I murmur or 
repine? Or why doſt thou murmur, Oh! 
afflicted ſoul, whoever thou art? for unleſs 
thou endure chaſtiſement of the Lord, thou 
art a baſtard and not a ſon. By his fatherly 
chaſtiſements he brings into the e 
and filial attachment of ſons—he enables to

In the twelfth month this year, in company 
with my dear friend Eliſha Thornton, I viſit- 
ed ſevoral fawilies of Friends at Dartmouth. 
It 
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It was a time of great trial; I was ſhut up 
in filence, pain and poverty of ſpirit in di- 
vers families. I felt like a wanderer through 
a trackleſs deſert; yet, not being eaſy to quit 
the ſervice, I went on, but ſtill for ſome time 
found no relief, more than a conſciouſneſs 
of integrity to my God; but, magnified be 
his name for ever, in depth of diſtreſs he 
heard my cry, and aroſe with healing in his 
wings; and was gracioully pleaſed to com- 
mand deliverance. My tongue again was 
looſed; and, with tenderneſs and contrition, 
1 declared of his dealings; with gratitude, I 
ſang of his ſalvation. He clothed me with 
the ſpirit of ſupplication: I drew near him 
with renewed confidence, and, after feyeral 
ſeaſons of reheving communication, return- 
ed home, ſaying in my heart, it is enough. 
2d month 1780. I went to ſee my much 
beloved friend Moſes Farnum, at Uxbridge, 
in his laſt fickneſs. His diforder was parali- 
tick. He could not ſpeak ſo as to communi- 
cate much of his mind by words; but the 
lively ſenſibility of his mind, and the ten- 
derneſs and brokenneſs of his ſpirit were re- 
freſhing to my ſoul. Divers Friends were 
preſent, and nearly all were melted into 
tears and heart-felt tenderneſs. He was juft 
able to make us ſenſible of his great peace 
of mind in his late religious travels; and 
that the ſeal and evidence of divine appro- 
bation therein, was now impreſſed on his 
mind. Light and life appeared to triumph 
over all in him. He ſeemed reſigned to every 
trial; 
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trial; he alſo manifeſted great gladneſs that 
in health he had ſettled and diſpoſed of his 
_ outward affairs to ſatisfaction; and gradually 
declined until death removed him from works 
to rewards. I truſt he now enjoys a man- 
fon of undiſturbed repoſe in the paradiſe of 
God. He was in the latter part of his life a 
Pillar in the Lord's houſe: a faithful watch- 
man on the walls of Sion. And his memory 
is precious. 

On the iſt day of the 6th month 1780, at 
our meeting in Providence, I was married to 
Eunice Anthany, daughter of Daniel and Ma- 
ry Anthony.—The following I wrote her juſt 
aſter my firſt addreſſes to her on account of 
marriage, VIZ.

While I was from home at*our quarterly 
meeting in the 7th month, 1 wrote as follows: 
Lord, when I contemplate on thy wonderful 
condeſcenſion to me, a paar worm of the 
duſt; when I remember thy early and re- 
peated calls and vfitations; and how thou 
pluckealt my feet but of the mire, and led 
me into the green paſtures of life, filling my 
heart with joy and gladneſs, after condemna- 
tion for evil; and chaſtiſement therefor; m 
ſoul bows in reverence before thee ; grati- 
tude affects my heart. But alas! when 1 
take @ view of my ſteppings along ſince thoſe 
times; my want of conſtant ſtayedneſs in 
covenant with thee; the weakneſs of my re- 
ſolutions, and my manifold infirmities; 
mourning and lamentation fill my heart; 
ſorrow and diſtreſs ſurround me. Lord, what 
3s man, that thou art mindful of him ? and 
the ſon of man, that thou viſiteſt him? 
Were it not for thy mercies 1 muſt often 
have been rejected; were it not for thy ten- 
der compaſſions, 1 muſt have been ſhut up in 
darkneſs and perplexity. But, blefſed be 
thy holy name, through judgment and cor- 
rection thou haſt, from time to time, redu- 
ced me to that tenderneſs, wherein the flow- 
ings of thy love are felt to be precious. 

In the 12th month this year our monthly 
mecting entered my name as one of a com- 
mitte to viſit families.

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lies on Rhode-Ifland, brought ſome diſcour- 
agement over my mind about this new ap- 
pointment ; but withing well to the ſervice 
at home, and truſting in the Lord, I gave up 
to it; and paſſing on from time to time, 1 
had ſome cloſe exerciſe, and ſome ſeaſons of 
ſolid ſatisfaction. 

In the 1ſt month 1781, I went to Rhode- 
Iſland, and having ſuitable company, viſited 
about forty-ſix families, and attended ſeveral 
meetings among friends there. In the courſe 

of this viſit, I paſſed through a time of pain- 
ful ſtripping for a ſhort ſeaſon, yet it was a 
time of great openneſs and divine fayour, 


through almoſt all the meetings and fittings. 


My mind was low, humble and dependant, 
almoſt conſtantly looking for the way to ſhut 
up, as has been my experience at ſome other 


times: but now it pleaſed the ſhepherd of 
Ifrael to fit and qualify for ſervice. The ho- 
ly anointing oil flowed livingly among us. 
Truth's Teſtimony was again and again ex- 


alted; the Lord's name and goodneſs mag- 
niked and praiſed, and the hearts of the true 


worſhippers rejoiced ; and the careleſs ſons 
and daughters of Sion were admoniſhed and 
warned. I returned home with thankful ac- 


knowledgments to the author of all conſola- 


tion, for this bleſſed ſeaſon of heavenly en- - 
largement and holy confirmation; I was 
greatly relieved -from the exerciſe that had 


for a conſiderable time been impreſſed upon 


my ſpirit, conftraining me into this little

zd month 1781. I have for years felt 
ſtrong deſires to be wholly redeemed from 


the improper purſuit of worldly enjoyments; 
and even from all defires of wealth, beyond 


what my heavenly Father knoweth I have 
uced of; as allo from all uſe. of things, the 


procurzyg of which would require more of 


my time. "than would be conſiſtent with my 


religious duty; or which would cauſe me, or 


any under me, to labour beyond the true 
medium; or beyond the degree which beſt 
promotes health of body and tranquility of 


mind. I. have mourned to ſee the true ſtand- 


ard ſo lamentably departed: from in theſe reſ- 


pects, among all ſocieties of profetſing chriſ- 


tians. Multitudes are miſerably toiling and 


Arudging, from day to day, and Yom.

ig year, ſcarce allow ing themſelves time to 
aſſemble for divine worſhip, nor ſcarce time 


to reſt and refreſh their bodies.

often paved to a greater degree, until many 


things will go down pretty cafily which would 
have ſat very uncaſy upon the mind, in days 
of greater tenderneſs and more conſcientious 
exactneſs and holy fear. I doubt not many 
have ſeen and deplored theſe things in their 


_ early progreſs, thought they would not for 
all earth's glory be overtaken in them, and 


yet, letting out their defires after more than 
is meet for them, have {lid gradually into the 
ſame error. I have ſeen the progreſs of this 
ſpirit with ſorrow, and mourned over ſome 
who have been prievouſly entangled and en- 


fnared in it. —Oh ! thou traveller Sion- ward, 
flee, flee for thy life, from all theſe allure- 


ments; take God for thy portion, and his 
holy ſpirit for thy law and limitation. Be 
content with what is convenient for thee;

Fifth month 2 3d. I feel breathings of ſoul 
to be ſet at 1 from the bondage of 
earthly cares, that they may have no more 
ſhare of my attention than duty requires. I 
have ſeen with heart-felt pain the ravages of 
a worldly ſpirit; J have mourned the deſola- 
tions which the love of gain has made among 
many who once in degree renounced it.

ftriet plainneſs and ſimplicity of living. FM ts 
families at Richmond, 
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\OURTH month 1782, I moved with my 
family to Glouceſter, within the limits 
of the meeting of Ux-bridge, a branch of 
our monthly meeting, having for ſome time 
before believed; under divers conſiderations, 
and of different kinds, that it might be beſt 
for me to fpend a portion of my time in 
that neighbourhood, about eighteen miles 
from my home in North-Providence. I fully 
expected to return again ſome time or other, 
but did not know when it might be. I re- 
membered the movements of Abraham, 
Iſaac and Jacob, and in the recollection 
thereof, a degree of ſolid ſatisfaction was af- 
forded me. I had ſome outward proſpects 
in removing; but I not only did not aim at 
wealth, nor expect an increaſe of outward: 
ſubſtance, but I had other and, I truſt, higher 
motives in it than related to my own tempo- 
ral concerns. And, ſoon. after I became 
ſettled there, I found a field of ſervice open- 
ing before me in a religious line, a ſenſe 
whereof J had for ſome time had upon my 
mind previous to this removal. There were 
a tew precious fouls here, deeply and well 
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engaged in the cauſe of truth, and with 
whoſe ſpirits I was often livingly united in 


travail for the welfare of Sion, and building 
of her walls. We had times of deep proba- 
tion; and, through holy help, many ſeaſons 


of rejoicing together in the Lord. On the 


whole, I had frequent confirmations that my 


being here was promotive at leaſt of my own 


growth in the everlaſting truth. Lord God! 


ü of all the holy ancients, be with me I. pray 
thee, and guide me in the way wherein thou 


wouldeſt have me to go, no matter where or 
when, ſo that thy ncver-failing preſence goes

| Very ſoon after my arrival, my dear fiſter

Kingſton. She was a religious woman. She 
improved much in true chriſtian refignation, 


and died in a freſh and living ſenſe of hea- 
venly joy. 
in the midſt of my mourning, a ſatisfaction 
in a full belief that her removal from a world 
of anxieties and cares, was a removal to an 


1 attended her burial, enjoying, 


inheritance in the BE HR of bliſs. 


I have been renewedly confirmed in the 


/ at advantage to families, and even to 
: fmall children, that reſults from litting down 


in ſolemn ſilence, and therein waiting upon 
J have ſeen the children much broken 
and tendered in ſuch ſeaſons, ſo that, even 
when there has not been a word ſpoken, the 
tears have rolled down their cheeks, and their 
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looks have been evidently expreſſive of heart- 


felt ſenſations. This practice alſo learns them 
ſilence and ſubjection; it curbs their wills 
and habituates them to reſtraint, and a pa- 
tient waiting, for their parents permiſſion, to 
The habits 
of filence, ſubjection and patient waiting for 
permiſſion, are very uſeful to children from 
infancy to mature age, and many ſuffer much 
for want of it. I have alſo ſeen much adyan- 
tage to children, and indeed to whole families, 
from the practice of a ſolemn pauſe at meals; 
it Jearns children ſtillneſs, decency and reve- 
rence; and, where. It is done in a feeling 
manner, with minds rightly turned to feel 
after God, and experience his bleſſing, and is 
not practiſed in a flight formal manner, it 
tends to ſeaſon and ſolemnize the minds 
of young and old. I have ſeen it done in 
a very careleſs lifeleſs manner, with ſcarce 
any reverence; divers of the family converſ- 
ing not far from the table; and ſcarce any 
ſenſe of the divine preſence prevalent in the 
minds of thoſe around it; and perhaps the 
pauſe ſcarce long enough to allow of much 
ſolid ſenſibility or . reverential acknowledg- 
ments of the favours received from the boun- 
ty of a gracious God, in the ample proviſions. 
of his providential care for our bodies; or his 


continued extenſion of fatherly regard to our 


immortal ſouls. I think ſuch an unde vout 


appearence can be very little to the divine 


acceptance; but where a proper pauſe is ob- 


ſerved, and the Lord is therein - ferioufly 


ſought 
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| fought to, the mind being feelingly impreſſed 
with a ſenſe of his aid and aſſiſtance, and all 
branches of the family are reverently filent ; 
it is an oblation well-pleaſing in the fight of 
God, and very uſeful to ſuch families. I am 
morally certain, that I have many a day gone 
through the cares and concerns of life with 
much more compoſure, ſtability, ſatisfaction 
and propriety, for the ſtrength and affiſtance ] 
have found, in drawing near to God in ſolemn 
ſilence in my family; and I wiſh the practice 
of reyerently adoring him in this way may 
increaſe more and more. 

Our yearly meeting this year was a fa- 
voured ſeaſon; divers weighty matters were 
tranſacted in love and chriſtian condeſcenſion, 
through the qualifying influence of the maſ- 
ter of our aflemblics,, who graciouſly owned 
this our annual. ſolemnity, by the overſha- 
dowing of his love and life-giving preſence. 
Some ſuitable advices were ſent down to the 
inferior meetings upon W eee 
ſubjects. 

After this meeting, in company with divers 
other Friends, who with myſelt were under 
the yearly meeting's appointment to viſit the 
quarterly and monthly meetings, I viſited 


 Acoakſet, Dartmouth, Nantucket, Sandwich 


and Swanzey monthly meetings, Sandwich 
quarterly meeting held at Nantucket, and 
our own at Smithfield. We found a want of 


charity, in ſome few, very ſtrict in outward 
plainnefſs, who, from a miſguided zeal, held 


others too much at a diſtance, on account of 
their not appearing equally plain. with them- 
{elves

ſelves in dreſs, &c. which was cauſe of grief 


to me, yet I am a hearty well-wiſher to plain- 
neſs: I grieve to ſee the ſorrowful departure 


from it into pride and ſuperfluity : I never 


ſaw an inſtance of any very conſiderable de- 
parture of this kind, but what I had reaſon to 
be convinced, that a real loſs was ſuſtained by 
the individuals, or their | beſt advancement 
prevented. But I have ſuffered much deep 
diſtreſs of ſoul, under a painful and depreſſing 
ſenſibility, of that contracted, illiberal and 


harſh ſpirit, which in ſome inſtances has the 


aſcendancy, leading them into extremes 

without the life. I know the truth leads into 
great regularity and circumſpection of life; 
and I abhor that light chaffy ſpirit that makes 
ridicule of it, and lightly eſteems the exem- 


plary appearance and true religious zeal of 


the faithful. I doubt not many libertine 
minds may lay hold of ſuch remarks as the 
above, to juſtity their own deviations from the 
plain way of truth, the narrow way that leads 
to lite; and think thereby to fcreen them- 
ſelves from the judgment of truth through 
the brethren; but this will not avail them; 
the way remains, as ever of old, a narrow 


way, a way of ſelf-denial, and the daily croſs. 


But Oh unhappy and deluded people whoever 


they are, that in their zeal for externals, 


loſe charity. They depart from the life and 
lay hold on formality: for all outward things 
in religion dwindle unavoidably into forma - 
lity, in proportion as charity is departed 
rom, and zeal takes place in things pertain- 
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ing to the outſide of the cup and platter, 


without a living ſenſe of the inward ſpring; 
of life, which can never be experienced with- 


out living, fervent charity. Therefore let us 


ever keep ſteadily to our plain way of living, 
in the life of truth: for J am affured, ſo far 
as it is rightly kept to, truth owns and ſup- 
ports it; and its influence on the mind is ve- 
ry beneficial. But O, that we may ever be 
preſerved from a narrow, raſh, cenſorious 
ſpirit; and from over-rating any. outward re- 
gularity, or exact living; leſt, as we grow in 
the form, we dwindle as to the life. Although 
theſe remarks may not have a: very exten- 


five influence in rightly guarding others; 


yet I muſt write what J have to write and 


leave it, hoping divine providence will yet 


build up Sion and fortify Jeruſalem, direct- 


ing the courſe of the ſincere-hearted between 
all the extremes, in the ſure and ſafe path of 


virtue, where a lively active zeal is temper- 


ed with liberality of heart and ſentiment, in 


the flowings of true charity. 
We laboured in the month]; Y meetings as 
ability was afforded, and I truſt to ſome ſo- 


lid ſatisfaction. I got home to my dear wife 


and family the 8th.of the 7th month, and, 
finding them tolerably well, I left home next 
day to attend our own quarterly meeting. 


Here I was rather too active in diſcipline — 


J have found it my buſineſs ſometimes of 
late to be more inward in travail, and leſs 
active in the exerciſe of the whaletame rules 
of ſociety than I once was, and believe, 8 

1 have 
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have obeyed the call into this inward, ſtill 
abode, and there felt my loins rightly girded, 
it has contributed much more to the right 
exerciſe of the diſcipline, than when, through 
a deſire for its proper adminiſtration, I have, 
by over- acting, ſeemed to do a good deal for 
its execution. 

In the night, the 9th of the 8th month, 
there was a froſt which killed fome of the 
vegetables, 5 ſome Indian corn. This be- 
ing ſo very early in the year, and coming 
after a ſeaſon of many refreſhing ſhowers, 
and at a time of very fair and promiſing, 
proſpect of plentiful crops, my mind was led | 
into a train of ſerious reflections, how the 
Almighty, who had thus brought forward 
our fields, and proſpects, could cut them all 
off; and how entirely dependant we are upon 
his bounty for every bleſſing. Were his com- 
paſſions to fail, his providential aids to be 
withdrawn, alas! we, poor frail mortals, 
ſhould ſoon periſh. 

In the 9th month I viſited Friends families 
at Richmond, New-Hampſhire, a very diſtant 
branch of our monthly meeting. At ſeveral 
of our meetings at Uxbridge, not long after 
this, I had livingly to ſound an alarm among. 
F -icnds; and my foul humbly rejoiced in 
the relief I obtained in theſe few favoured. 
meetings. 

Second 3 The exereiſes of 
my mind have for ſome time paſt rather in- 
creaſed, inſomuch that, for à conſiderable 
part of the time, J have felt like being inthe 
furnace 
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furnace, eſpecially in meetings, but much ſo 


out of them alſo. Indecd it has felt like the 
power and fire of the Lord laying hold of the 


remains of pride and evil in me and burning 
like an oven; that is, mwartly and fervently. 
May all be conf umed that cannot abide the 


fiery trial. 


And it has been gradually from time to 


time opened and ſealed on my mind, that a 
part of the ſcriptures, which many generally 
_ underſtand to ſpeak only of outward things, 


may be underſtood by the truly enlightened 
to convey inward and ſpiritual inſtruction. 
God's defign is to confound the wiſdom of 


the wiſe, and bring to nought the underſtand- 


ing of the prudent. He has hid, and will hide 
divine things from the wiſe and prudent, and 
reveal them unto babes. 


Ihe natural man not only does not, but 
cannot know them, becauſe they are only 
* ſpiritually diſcerned.” To this purpoſe Chriſt | 
ſpake in parables, that ſuch as had an eye 
inward to the divine light, which alone gives 


the true ſpiritual diſcerning, miglit under- 


ſtand, receive and know the myſteries of his 
kingdom, while all the wiſe and learned 


could but gueſs, miſtake, ſtumble and be con- 


founded —So when the diſciples aſked him 


why he ſpake in parables, he informed them 
it was becauſe it was given to them to know 
theſe things, but to others it was not given. 
It was not given to them, to the excluſion of 
any in the ſame ſtate of inward ſeeking, do- 
eility and childlike ſimplicity. 


God's 
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God's deſign was then, and ever will be, 
to hide theſe things from all ſuch as are ſtriv- 
ing to know them by their on mere natu- 
ral powers: they may and do ſtudy the ſcrip- 
ture, and reaſon very copiouſly upon them, 
and think they clearly comprehend their 
meaning, and yet remain 1n total darkneſs, 
as to the ſpiritual import, meaning and myſ- 
tery of many paſſages which they are ſtrong» 
ly perſuaded they underſtand rightly. 


Before this wiſdom and creaturcly com- 


prehenſion the ſtumbling-block is, by God's 
determination and counſel, laid; on purpoſe 
laid, that man ever may ſtumble and fall, and 


be ſnared and taken, ſo long as he goes this 


way to work to underſtand divine things ; 
not that God determines any certain number 


of perſons ſhall fo ſtumble, and be ſnared, 
&c. but all univerſally on this ground, and in 
this wiſdom ; tor through all ages it is true, 


if any man thinketh that he knoweth any 


* thing, he knoweth nothing yet as he ought _ 
* to know.“ Even Paul declares, * 1 know 


nothing by myſelf.f 
While Paul thought he knew ſomething 
divine by or of himſelf, his reaſoning roſe 


againſt the Meſſiah, and with all his might 


he fought againſt the only true way of falva- 
tion. So, in degree, it will be with all; if 


they think they know, even any thing divine 


of themſelves, or by the exerciſe of their 


own creaturely faculties, they have never yet, 
learned any thing as they ought ; for as ſoon. 
as 


* 1 Cor. viii. 2. +1 Cor. iv. 4. 
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as they know any thing as they ought, they ſee 


and know that they knew nothing by or of 
themſelves; but are altogether beholden to 


a ſpiritual diſcerning from the divine light 


ſhining in their hearts, to give them this 
knowledge. Hence fays the apoſtle, * God, 
* who commanded the light to ſhine out of 
* darkneſs, hath ſhined (take notice where 
this fkining is) in our hearts, to give the 


* light of the knowledge of the glory of God 
in the face of Jeſus Chriſt. Se 


Here, firſt, it is God that hath ſhamed ; 


ſecondly, it is in our hearts; thirdly, it is to 
give us what we had not before, and could 
not have without this inſhining, that is, 
the light of the knowledge of tus own glory; 
fourthly, it is * in the face of Jeſus Chriſſ— | 


his inward appearance, whereby he cauſeth 
his light to ſine upon us, in order that we may 


be ſaved; that we can ever ſee, the light of 
the knowledge of the glory of God, ac- 


cording to the true ſaying, In thy light ſhall 
„we ſee light. f His light ſhining in our 


_ © hearts' is the only poſſible medium wherein 


and whereby we can ſee God, or clearly diſ- 
cern his glory : for it is an eternal truth, 

« whatſoever doth make manifeſt is light. 
Natural light manifeſts natural things, and 


ſpiritual and divine light, ſpiritual and di- 
vine things. As water riſes but to the height 


of the fountain head; and as effects cannot 
exceed their cauſe ; ſo nothing ſhort of di-

vine light can ever fully manifeſt him to 
che mind of man. 


The ſcriptures will ever remain in great 


degree a ſealed book, to the mere natural 


underſtandings of the wiſeſt of men. Volume 


after volume of commentaries have been 


written upon them, which, I have no doubt, 


have often ſerved, as a certain author has 
advanced, to. entomb, rather than enſhrine 


them; or to darken, rather than explain 
their genuine meaning. Thouſands paſs the 
time of their ſojourning here below, hood- 


winked and muffled up in darkneſs, under 
the baneful influence of this kind of theolo- 
gical or ſyſtematical knowledge or ſpecula- 
tion, falſely called divinity. But in the midſt 
of all this learned ignorance, and, in degree, 


acquired blindneſs, which overruns the na- 


tions; the God of grace is not wanting in 


the extenſion of his own immediate rays up- 


on the minds of men: thoſe who turn from, 
diſregard and rebel againſt the light, are 


juſtly left in darkneſs, for being, as thoſe in 
Job's days, of them who rebel againſt the 


light, they know not the ways thereof.'* 


But thoſe who, while they © have light, be- 


lieve in the light, and walk in it, they 


*© become the children of it 1 and are led in 
to all truth. | 


I may now proceed with: my own exerciſes 
and openings. It was clearly given me to be- 


hold many deep things in the viſions of God 


things which the wiſdom of the natural man, 
though 


Job xxiv, 13. f John Xii. 36. 
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though high in profeſſion of divine know- 
ledge, would probably laugh at and deſpiſe, 
and me for my weakneſs, were I to untold 


them. But though I may not at preſent be 


permitted to untold much, I may ſay I have 
ſeen clearly to my full ſatisfaction, that 


Moſes, in writing of creation, of the fall of 


man, and of things in the upright and in 
the fallen ſtate, wrote in the pure openings 
of divine light, though very little underſtood 
buy men in the firſt nature and ſtate. It is 


alſo plain and evident to my mind, in the 


light, that the prophets ſaw tnings in the 
holy light of Jeſus; and ſpake of them in 
very inſtructive metaphors and expreſſions, 
though hid from. and unperceived by the 
wile and learned. 


Many a ſermon has been oreacked. by 
thoſe who call themſclves miniſters of Chriſt, 
upon parts of Faſſages out of the prophets; 


and the reſt af the feriptures; many heads 
of doctrine raiſed from them; many divi- 


fions and ſub-diviſfions made; much expla- 
nation attempted; and much art and ora- 


_ tory diſplayed; and yet the life, marrow 
and main importance of the paſſage entire- 


ly unſeen and untouched by the. ſpeaker, 


and little or no inſtruction conveyed to the 


- hearers ; and all for want of a ſpiritual diſ- 
.cerning "of the true intent and n of 


the ſcriptures 
Thus alſo the 1 af Chriſt and his 


apoſtles, as to their moſt lively and ſpiritugl 


ſignification, arc to this day hid from the 


Bp wile N 
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wiſe and prudent, and ſealed up with ſeven 
ſeals to all Who witneſs not their opening by 
the lion of the tribe of Judah, who alone 
unſeals them. To theſe they are gradually 
opened, not all at onee, *I have man 
things, ſays this wonderful counſellor and 
opener, to ſay unto you, but ye cannot bear 
them now.'* 

Great part of the Revelations,” as well as 
other myſterious ſcriptures, is livingly known. 
in the work and progreſs of regeneration, 

and therein found very pertinent and deſcrip- 
tive, in regard to the many exerciſes, pangs, 
probations and deliverances, which attend 
the foul in its ſeaſons of refinement, and 
gradual renovation.— And all this hinders 


not, but well confiſts, with the more outward 


meaning and fulfilment of ſuch parts of ſa- 
ercd record, ſo far as they really reſpect. 
things outward: but I am firm in the faith, 
that many are muſing and gazing after out- 
ward fulfilments, to the very great and fome- 
times injurious diverſion of their minds from 
the only work, and fultlment of many paſ- 


lages, which they may ever properly expect 


to experience. The ſeripture is a ſealed book; 

it is abundantly wrapped up in parable, me- 
taphor and myſtery—yca many, very many 
things in it, which men whoſe minds are 


_outward will read and underſtand of outward 


things, are mainly meant of internal opera- 
tions, diſcoveries and overturnings, which 
God | in his dealings with the ſoul, leads it 

along 


* John xvi. 12, 
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along through.—He that hath an ear, let 
him hear,—is a very proper intimation, and 
is therefore often repeated, that the mind 


may be directed to an inward hearkening, 


in order to a right underſtanding : for many 
have eyes, but ſee not; and ears, but hear 
not. The eye and ear that ſees and hears 
divine things rightly, muſt be divinely open- 
ed. Many are blind becauſe they think 
they fee; and deat, by reaſon of their confi— 
dence that they hear. Chrift's coming was 
and is, that thoſe who ſee and hear may be 


made blind and deat; and that the blind 


and deaf may ſee and hear; and bleſſed are 
theſe who are made blind and deaf by him; 


for it is as needtul to true ſeeing and hear- 
Ing, to be firſt made hlind and deaf, as 


wounding is neceflary to healing, and kill- 


5 ing, to being made alive. He that will be 


Wife, muſt firſt become a fool that he may 
be wiſe, and he that will ſee and hear, muſt 
ſirſt become blind and deaf. 


O, it is a great thing to know that eye and 


ear cloſed. that ever ſees and hears amils, and 
to keep them ſteadily ſhut up; and the fingle 
eye and car properly open.

1784, J HAVE divers times lately very 
clearly ſeen the great folly of

O 
may my ſoul dwell ever in true abaſement; 
lor bleſſed and happy is he that knows a be- 


ing brought down, yea down low, and there 


abiding ; for until all ſelf-exaltation is en- 
tei rooted out of our minds, we are not 


what God would have us to be; and his 


turning and overturning in us, is in order, 
if not refiſted, thus to make us; and until 
we do, from the centre of our ſouls, give 
him all the glory, there remains in us a 
ſource of unhappineſs, diſorder and confu- 
ſion.—O man! how great is the work of thy 
ſalvation; how many deaths thou haſt to 


die, before that comes to reign in thee, 


which lives for eyer ;—know thou, that thou 
canit never fully enjoy that life which is hid

_ Having for ſome time paſt, felt drawings 
in my mind to pay a religious viſit to Friends 
of Oblong and Nine-Partners quarterly meet- 
1925, and perceiving a like concern in my 
Friend Daniel Aldrich, of our monthly meet- 
12 of Uxbridge, we laid our proſpects before 
our brethren at home, and obtaining their 
certificates of concurrence from our monthly

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and family in-much heart-felt tenderneſs and 
affection, the 19th of the 5th month 1784,

Oa the 24th, we were at the valley mect- 
ing. I ſuffered the meeting through, under

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ncxt day being firſt-day the 25th, were at 
Peachpond meeting.

Shepherd and Biſhop of ſouls. We then at- 
ended the meeting at Shappaqua, which 
was a memorable time—may we never for- 
get the loving-kindneſs of him without 
whom we can do nothing,—He it is that 
opens the ſealed book, and gives ability to 
dip into the ſtates of meetings, and drop a 
word ſuitably thereto.—0, that our depen- 
dence may ever be upon him, tor, as it is, 
we ſhall witneſs the inf uffeieney of humans 
greatneſs, worldly wiſdom, ſelf- importance 
or creaturely contrivance, and I have rea- 
{on to believe that, as it was our engage- 
ment this day, thus to bow before him, wait 
upon him, and move in his movings, we were 
made inſtrumental to reach the pure witneſs 
in many hearts; and to leave impre ſſions 
on them that will not ſoon be forgotten.— 
After meeting we had a family hitting near- 
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ly in ſilence. I felt great caution not to 


move in words, unleſs a freſh opening indu- 
ced me, fearing I might be carried too far 


in the fulneſs of this day's favour, as I be- 


lieve I have ſeen ſome who have kept run- 
ning on in the ſtrength of what was at firſt a 


true opening, until they have bewildered 


their own minds and brought ſorrow and 
confuſion upon themſelves, Oh! how ſtrict 


a watch is neceſlary leſt we take our Hight 


upon the ſabbath-day,—Lord preſerve us in 
a conſtant dependance upon thee, and the 
openings of thy holy Spirit! 

We attended the ſelect quarterly meeting 
at the Purchaſe, and their quarterly meeting 
for worſhip and diſcipline; in which my 


tongue, as it were, clave to the roof of my 


mouth; yet was enabled to keep in a 


good degree in the patience.—Aſter which 
we attended meetings at Mamaronenk,

reminded of. In the meeting for diſcipline,” 
both men's and women's, (for we were con- 
cerned to go into theirs) they were adviſed.

th. Attended the preparative meeting at 
Danby, at the cloſe of which we fat a few 
minutes, the men and women together; this 
was a little, comfortable ſeafon, divers minds 
being refreſhed in this our parting opportu- 
nity, 10th. we took our affectionate leave 
of our dear friends, and ſet forward for 
home, accompanied by our beloved friend 
E. S. My mind was much affected at and 
after parting with F riends, with great ten- 
derneſs and tears of joy, which for a conſi- 
derable ſpace of time, flowed copiouſly from 
mine eyes. My mind was carried back to 
view the places where we had viſited, and my 
foul was melted into ardent mental ſuppli- 
cation for the preſervation of Friends in ge- 
neral, and many individuals in particular;

FTER my return from the foregoing 
viſit to Friends of Oblong and Nine- 


Partners quarterly meetings, I had to paſs 
through much probationary leanneſs and in- 


ward want, and at times through deep and 
various exerciſes; but I had not been long 
at home, before a concern began to revive 


and ſpread in my mind, which I had had 
Tome view of for ſeveral years, to wit, to 


make a viſit to Friends of Pennſylvania and 
New-Jerſey; and at times it was freſh with 
me, but without a clear proſpect of the time 


when. Thus time paſied on; and in ſome of 
our meetings for worſhip, the weight of the 


ſervice would reſt upon me as ſometbing 
almoſt too great for my weak ſtate: but I 
was moſtly favoured to ſee that ability for 
ſuch ſervices was not in the creature, but in 
God; and then I could caſt my care on him 
alone, and give up; and thus ſubmitting, I 
felt or ſaw but little about it for ſome 


length of time; but about the 4th, 5th and 
th months 178 5, it was much with me; but 


yet I could not fee clearly about the time

not ſome thoughts of going to Pennſylvania, 
Ko. on a religious viſit. I anſwered him, I 
have had ſuch thoughts, but believe nobo- 
dy would yet have known any thing of it, 
* had not the queſtion been put to me. He 
told me he felt ſuch an engagement to aſk 
rae, that he believed it was right for him ſo 
to do, and then he opened his proſpect of 
ſuch a vifit, which agreed with mine; and 
told me it had been with him in the meeting 
we nad juſt ſat in, more feelingly than at al- 
moſt any other time. So we concluded to 
keep our proſpects very much in our own 
boſoms; and after a few days we had a few 
words more together,” when I found he had 
ſelt but little of it ſince we converſed about 
it; but before our yearly meeting ended, I 
lad ſome freſh revivals of it again. | 
About this time I had ſome trying exer- 
ciſes in the courſe of my practice of phy hick; 
but I found patience was good in theſe caſes, 
and that divine wiſdom was profitab!e to di- 
rect therein, I think I may alſo mention; 
that, after all my paſt experience of heavenly 
good and divine favour, ] had to encounter

endured; even ſo that I often for months al- 
moſt deſpaired of overcoming. Let him that 
thinketh he ſtandeth, he not high-minded; 
but fear. Let none think themſelves ſafe off 
the watch, becauſe of any degree of attain- 
ment and fayour. The watch-tower remains 
to be our place of ſafety ; neither let any ho- 
neſt mind be too much diſheartened at the 
aſſaults of Satan.—There is a power above 
him, and he that cleaves cloſe to it, ſhall 
know a victory over all the powers of dark- 
neſs, and therein witneſs that there is no en- 
chantment againſt the rightly wreſtling Ja- 
cob, nor divination againſt God's faithſul de- 
pendent perſevering Ifrael.—This I think my 
ſoul has a right to ſet its ſeal to, as I have 
ever come off victorious, when 1 have not 
turned my back upon the light, our divine 
Leader. Sing, O ye heavens!-and O ye pil- 
grims on the carth rejoice, and triumph! 
for ſtrong and invincible is the God of our 
ſalvation; and abundantly ſufficient for our 
help is the grace afforded us !—let all but 
| keep to it, and then ſafe is their ſteppings, 
and ſure their prefervation—for, however 
ſevere their trials, the Lord will be near 
them; and indecd in the midſt of tempta- 
tion, he will often lift up a ſtandard, that

My proſpects of a vifit to Pennſylvania, 
&c. continuing, and the time to proceed 
therein appearing to me to be ſome time 
preceding the yearly meeting at Philadel- 
phia 1786, I endeayoured to be given up to 
it; but the thoughts of parting with my dear 
wife, and tender little children, wrought ſo 
upon me that I ſeemed to hold back again, 
aiter giving up ſeveral times, until in the 
winter preceding ſaid yearly meeting, I was 
vilited with ſevere ſickneſs for a month, in- 
ſomuch that many thought I ſhould not re- 
cover. In the time of this illneſs I intelligibly 
heard in the ſecret of my ſoul, in filence 
and ſtillneſs, this awful language, * ſet thine 
* houſe in order, for thou ſhalt die and not 
live,“ This, though plain and alarming, 
did not at all ſtrike my mind with a belief 
that I was ſoon to leave the body; but two 
things ſeemed ſpecially to be ſet before me: 
1it, Though I had a written will by me, ve- 
ry near agreeable to my mind, yet as it was 
not quite ſo, one ſenſe of the word, * ſet 
tine houſe in order,” was to me as much as,

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Friend, who, by my defire, and according ty 
my direction, wrote another for me, which 
was ſoon bo ns and witneſſed to my ſatis. 
faction. „I was fully ſatisfied: that it was 
the Las wil that I ihould-bz given up to 
the viſit mentioned above, and that I ſhould 
et my houſe in ſuch order as to leave my fa- 
mily and affairs. Upon this I gave up fully 
to the heavenly viſion, and never afterwards 
turned my back upon it, nor dared to de- 
part from my covenant, that if he would 
be my God, be with me, and preſerve me 
* and mine, I would be his ſervant and fol- 
* low him whitherſoever he pleaſed to lead 
me. However, though I durſt not refuſe 
to go on his errand, TI often had low times, 
wherein I almoſt loſt fight of the once clear 
proſpect ; yet it would again and again re- 
vive in ſuch a manner as convinced me that 
my peace was in it, and even that my liveli- 
hood, ſpiritually, as much conſiſted in faith- 
fully labouring for daily bread, and that in 
the way of truth's requirings, as my outward 
living or ſupport depended on an honeſt in- 
duſtry. For if we will not improve our 
ftrength and abilities to this purpoſe, then 
* the {luggard, that will not plow, ſhall beg 
in harveſt and have nothing ;'* and on the 
other hand, though we labour ever ſo car- 
neſtly, if the Lord withoJds his bleiting, how 
fruitleſs are all our labours !—fſo in ſpiri— 
fuak—' the man is not without the woman, 
nor the woman without the man in the

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„JLord';æx i. e. Chriſt is not without the 
church, nor the church without him in the 
work of religion; nor indeed is any indivi— 
dual ſoul without him, vor he without that 
individual, in the work of ſalvation ; but he 
worketh in the ſoul, and through him the 
ſoul worketh out its own ſalvation. Here is 
a bleſſed co-operation; and the very reaſon 
why the creature can and does, in a ſenſe, 
work out his own ſalvation, is becauſe God 
worketh in them, begetreth the will, and giving 
ability to ds the deed ; but if alter all, he will 
10, it will fare with him as with Jeruſalem, 
who might often have been gathered, but 
they world not; wherefore their houſe was 
left unto them deſolate, and the things that 
belonged to their peace hid from their eyes. 
Now, after paſſing through various exer- 
ciſes, and finally witneihng a full ſubmiſſion 
to the divine will, in regard to giving up, all 
to follow him, in this religious vifit, and ob- 
taining the approbation of our monthly and 
quarterly meetings, I took leave of my dear 
wife, and tender little children, in the fear 
ot the Lord, and in fulnets of endeared na- 
tural affection, on the 21ſt of the 7th month 
1786, and rode to Providence, thence next 
day to South-Kingſton ; next day, I met my 
beloved friend Joſeph Mitchell, and, after 
meeting, we rode onto Stoningtown in the 
{tate of Connecticut, and next day to, New- 
London,—and thence by water to Southold 
on Long-Ifland, next day rode about fifty 
miles,

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miles, and towards noon the day following, 
got to Bethpage, and on the morrow, attend- 
ed a meeting appointed for us there. Joſeph 
had good ſervice—l was ſhut up as to words, 
but had clear openings. It 1s ſometimes 
wiſely ordered, that precious and divine 
openings are treaſured up in the Lord's trea- 
ſury; but how dangerous would it be to 
ſquander them away, and laviſh them out 
among people, only becauſe we are favour- 
ed with the openings, however clear and 
even inſtructive, without the word of com- 
mand, and the divine neceſſity, to deliver 
| them to the people. 
Next day we got to Weſtbury quarterly 
meeting; on bth-day Joſeph ſaid a little to 
good purpoſe among them in the meeting 
for diſcipline, and a few words at the ad- 
journment of the ſelect meeting, but I was 
{filent through all the meetings. 7th-day we 
had a meeting at Oyſter-Bay, and another 
at Matinicock in the afternoon—the 1ſt was 
heavy, but Matinicock was more favoura- 
ble, and I believe we both had ſome fa- 
vourable lervice there, to the lukewarm 
and careleſs, and in the way of encourage- 
ment to a few fincere-hearted worſhippers. 
Firſt-day we were at Weſtbury, to good 
ſatisfaction ; called many to a deeper exer- 
ciſe, and feelingly invited the youth to a life 
of religion. 2nd-day we had a meeting at 
Cow-Neck, a pretty favoured time; though 
we both had to ſearch Jeruſalem, as it were 
with candles, and to drop things very cloſe 
and urgent; yet we alſo had the com torn

ble language of invitation and encourage- 
ment to the dear youth, ſome of them ſeem- 
ed tenderly affected. Before this meeting we 
had a family opportunity in the morning at 
2 Friend's houſe, and had to labour againſt 
a ſpirit of grandeur, and high mindedneſs, 
and felt great peace in the faithful diſ- 
charge of our duty, and eſpecially in a 
ſpring of living encouragemeut to a ſteady 
perſeverance in true humility and meekneſs, 
which flowed freſh and lively to a few pre- 
ſent, who we felt, to be already in a good 

degree enamoured with a proſpect thereof. 
' 2&-day we had a mecting at the widow 
Motts's an elderly Friend. 5th-day, being 
the zu of the 8th month, we attended Fluſh- 
ing monthly meeting; a mournful time it 
was to me, though Joſeph had to ſound a 
little alarm among them. We went the 
next day to Newtown, where a meeting 
was appointed for us. Few friends live here. 
—] thought, as I was ſpeaking, according to 
clear openings, the matter was too deep for 
moſt - preſent; and therefore as if I, poor 
weak worm, could ſteer my own courſe 
better than the great Pilot, or better ſuit 
my ſubje& to the ſtates of the people, I 
ſtepped aſide from my opening, and with a 
view to condeſcend to the people's condi- 
tions, ſtruck upon more familiar and more 
common matters, in illuſtrating truth's gra- 
dual teachings; but alas! I found * it is

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eps in this great work, for inſtead of in- 
ſtructing the people in it, I ſoon dried up the 
ſpring of lite I felt before; ; and I ſat down 
in a degree of ſhame and contuſion, being 
taught thereby to 27 in the Lord with all my 
heart, and lean not to my own underſtand- 
Ing. . . 
After this went to New- Vork, and Friends 
holding two meetings there of courſe on 
firſt- day, ſtaid until tben, at both which Jo- 
ſeph had pretty good ſervice, but I was en- 
tirely ſhut up in filence. 8th, had a mecting 
at Rahway—my dear companion was fa- 
voured in a eloſe ſearching teſtimony to 
ſome, . and comfortable encouragement to 
others.

—it being a low time with me, though divers 
Friends ſeemer.to be favoured —1 6th, quite

concerned to point them to the life in the 
tranſactions of church affairs. — 17th, I went 
to Bradford monthly meeting held at Caln, 
and fat ſilent, except towards the end of the 
laſt meeting, I ſpake a few words of the 
danger of a forward miniſtry.—i8th, I at- 
tended the ſelect quarterly meeting at Lon- 
don-Grove for the weſtern quarter, —Here, 
through laborious travail in the deeps, lite 
io far aroſe as to enable me to eaſe my mind 
in degree. | 
 19th.—I was at New-Garden Mecting, in 
which I was filent. After mceting went 
home with my dear friend William Jackſon, 
who had, a few years paſt, been very ac- 
ceptably in our country on a religious vifit. 
—2oth, I attended the quarterly meeting at 
London. Grove, being ſtiil ſhut up in filenec. 
 —21ft, attended the youths meeting, the 
adjournment of the quarterly and the ſelect 
meetings, in all which I had not a word to 
ſay. Oh! I was now, and moſtly for a 
week paſt, abaſed as in the duſt—I could ſeo 
no way to go forward; nor yet could I go 
homeward—and though this diſtreſſing dis- 
penſation is upon me while I write theſe 
lines, yet through the experience I have al- 
ready had, my faith fails not; but I have an 
unſhaken confidence that all does and will 
work for good, and for my enlargement, in 
the Lord's time ; but I find patience exceed- 
ingly neceſſary: for thus to be ſhut up a 
week or two weeks at a time, and feel in 
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great degree deſtitute of divine enjoyment, 
is very trying; and to feel it altogether out 
of our own power to help ourſelves out of 


this trying ſtate, brings the creature very low 
and humble; but, bleſſed be the Lord, he ne- 


ver has failed to ariſe in his own time, and 
to deliver my ſoul from all trouble; and I

-—24th, 1 went to Nottingham in Maryland 
vith ſome Friends who were appointed by 
the quarterly meeting.—2 5th, we attended 


their monthly mceting, where it was my 


place to be filent. 

26th. —I was fill ſhut up in their meet- 
ing for worſhip. I believe the Lord has 
ſome wiſe purpoſe in it —TI cannot find that 
have offended him, or diſobeyed him: I 


know not that I have run too faſt, or lag'd 


behind my guide: I have ardently endea- 


voured to do his will, and to endure his diſ- 
penſations patiently. O that I may be pre- 


ſcrved in patience, and yet live to ſee his 
purpoſe in all theſe things. 
27th. —My way is hedged up—T ſee no 


way to 80 forward: Who can compreliend

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deſolate ſtate? or underſtand my mourntul 
condition? Theſe reflections are excited in 
me. I am a man of ſorrow, and acquainted 
with grief! the light of God's countenance, 
which I have often eminently felt, and 
which I then prized and now deſire above 
all other joys, ſeems to be quite withholden | 
from me, and nothing elſe in heaven nor in 

all the earth can ſatisfy my longing ſoul. 
Lord, ſtrengthen my patience, that I mur- 
mur not after all that I have knowa of thy 
goodneſs: for I find daily bread is very de- 
firable: faſting and hunger is painful to na- 
ture; but ſhall I follow thee for the ſake of 
the loaves? or will it do to leave. thee in 
times of emptineſs and abaſement ? | i 
I now remember the long faſting of thy 
beloved Son, and that at length he hungered. 
Oh! then came the tempter, but he was 
defeated; for he found nothing in that holy. 
Lamb, the Son vf thy boſom, that would re- 
ceive any of his baits. O my toul, may he 
find nothing in thee! Thou haſt often de- 
clared to others that the way to heaven is 
through tribulation and ſufferings; and now 
when they are come upon thee, ſee to it, that 
thou keep the word of God's patience; let 
patience have its perfect work, leſt the end of 
the Lord's thus proving thee be fruſtrated;

twenty days paſt, I have not dared to open

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worſhip that I have attended—lI have been 
at fifteen : doubtleſs, if I would have been ſo 
preſumptuous, I could have ſtood up and de- 
livered words in plenty at any of them. I felt 
ſenſibly that Jof myſelf could no more open 
any thing divine, than a corrupt fountain 
can fend forth ſweet and wholetome waters.

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KBaft- Caln; in all which I was ſilent.—)th, I 
was at Weſt-Caln meeting.—8th, no way 
opens to go forward, we turned back and- 
rode about . twenty-five miles toward Phila- 
delphia, and lodged at Iſaac Thomas's — + 
roth, we were at the meeting at New town 
ſchoal-houfe. —11th, at New-town ; at both 
J was ſtill cloſed up in filence—12th, we 
were at Haverford, with a little meeting af 
Friends, where, blefſed be the name of the 
Lord; he opened the priſon door and ſet my 
ſoul at liberty—counſel and doctrine flowed 
freely—their hearts were greatly tendered, 
and my ſoul ſang praifes to the Lord. 
13th. Laſt evening we reached Philadel 
phia, and went this day to Pine-Street meet- 
ing, it being a good open time, to the re-

—14th, we attended fore 
and afternoon meeting at Burlington, where, 
in the firft, after a ſealon, ability was given 
me to ſound a very preiling alarm to ſome 
Among them, who I found were very much 
unaccuſtomed to the yoke of Chriſt; which, 
together 'with a very open time, wherein I 
largely cleared my mind in the afternoon, ' 

made me quite eaſy to leave the place, feel 
ing clear of a burthen I had long to feel 
at times reſpecting Burlington. Lord, rouſe 
ſome there from their beds of eaſe, and 
comfort the honeſt mourners among them. 
Iß8ßth.— We attended a meeting at Anco- 
cas, appointed for our friend Thomas Colly, 
from Old-England. He and my companion 
W. Jackſon had good ſervice, Truth being 
in comfortable dominion, after a time of 
cloſe inward travail; but I fat eaſy in fi- 
lence. After meeting we returned to Bur- 
lington, and 16th, we rode to Stony-brook ; 
—17th, thence to William Smith's near 
Rahway ; and 18th, were at Rahway month- 
iy meeting; and being under great weight 
of exerciſe in the meeting for worſhip, and 
way not opening to relieve my mind, I re- 
queſted another meeting, which was conclu- 
ded to be held next day—19gth, we attend- 
ed the above-mentioned appointed meeting 
at the ſame place; were ſhut up until time. 
in common for meeting to end, and feeling 
ſome ſmall openneſs, I dropped ſome Preney 
<loſe hunts. | 
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20th—I mourned and left them with a 
heavy heart, intending for New-York, but 


often looked back at Rahway, and could not 


ſee my way clear to go to New-York as 1 
withed ; but it being homeward, I rode for- 
ward to Elizabeth-Town Point, and there 
took a boat for New-York; but providence 
prevented us; for ſoon after we put off, the 
large cakes of ice, floating with the tide, 
ſhut us in for four hours, that the boat- 
men were very apprehenſive the boat would 
be cruſhed to pieces, and we periſh; but my 
mind was inward and ſtaid on God, in the

felt perfectly ſafe and eaſy: faith and con-

22d.—We had a meeting on Staten-Ifland, 
(where only one man Friend and his family 
live) among other ſocieties: this meeting 
was on my companion W. Jackſon's con- 
cern, and he had pretty good ſervice among 
them. I had only a few words. There is 
an ear in ſome there to hear the truth, and 
TI hope, in ſome degree, hearts to obey 1t.— 
23d, we got to New-York, and 24th, were at 
their mid-week meeting: filent—25th, we 
went to the ſelect quarterly meeting at 
Weſtbury, where I was ſhut up, though 
William had good ſervice—26th, came on 
the quarterly meeting for worſhip and diſci- 

pline, and adjournment of the ſelect meet- 
ing, in all which I felt no ſtrength to open 
my mouth. Dear William was in ſome degree 
_ favoured in ſupplication and teftimony in 

the meeting for. worſhip—27th, I being 
clear of theſe parts, and about to return im- 
mediately home, we had a precious parting 
opportunity at Fry Willis's, wherein I had a 
few words in much tenderneſs to expreſs, 
and dear William was much favoured in 
fervent ſupplication to the Lord for our pre- 
ſervation and perſevering integrity to him, 
who firſt gathered our ſouls to an acquaint- 
ance Wien himſelf. The preſence of the Moſt 
High was livingly felt, and reigned over all, 
to our unſpeakable joy and conſolation, for

1788. Having thus paſſed through ſome 
very trying ſeaſons, the Lord was pleaſed to 


lay it upon me to make a viſit to Friends 
and others in the ſouthern ſtates, to ſympa- 


thize with the ſuffering feed, and endea- 
vour, as ability might be given, to ſtir up 
the pure mind in my fellow men, by per- 


ſuading them to ſeek an increaſing acqua int- 


ance with God, the only ſource of all ſure 


confolation. This brought me under cloſe 


trial, and at times I had many reaſonings 
and Ciſcouraging conſiderations, with fears 
about a ſubſiſtence for my family; for al- 


though I could ever ſay in that reſpect, as 
well as an ſpiritual things, hitherto the Lord 


hath helped us,“ yet it often looked almoſt | 
impoſſible to me that they ſhould be in any 
comlortable degree b for, if I gave 
up to be ſo much from home and out of bu- 
ſineſs; but the holy injunction was ſo often, 
fo. clcarly repeated, that I dare not refuſe 


obedience to it. So after many and various 
conflicts, my ſoul bowed before him in a

the length of my days, I devote to thy ſer- 


vice—my family .I reſign to thy holy care 


and keeping—to thee I dedicate them. O, 
may thou watch over and preſerve them! 
At this ſurrender of all things, I felt the 


light of heaven to fill my ſoul; it ſhined in 


me and round about me, above the bright- 
neſs of the ſun indeed, and opened my proſ- 
pects into diſtant nations, with ſome belief 


that the Lord was opening a large keld of 


labour, for me in foreign countries, to be 
entered into in his own due ſcaſon. I ſaid, 
good is thy will, O Lord !—difpoſe of me, 
thy unworthy ſervant, as thou plcaſeſt? _ 
So at a ſuitable ſeaſon I opened my:con- 


cern reſpecting a viſit to the ſouthward, in 


a ſelect meeting of miniſters and elders, 
The expreſſed a good degree of unity an 
clearneſs. After this, belicying it beſt to re- 


move my family to my old home at North- 


Providence, and having done it according- 
ly, I applied to the preparative meeting at 
Providence, in order that my concern might 

get regularly forward to the monthly meet- 
ing for a certificate. And having obtained 
a certificate of the concurrence of the 
monthly: weoting; it was carried to the quar-

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. terly meeting in the firſt month 1789; and 
there the Lord was pleafed to fill my ſoul 
with ſtrength, and gave utterance to my 
weight of exerciſe and concern, to the great- 
ly tendering. of my own heart, and the 
hearts of my brethren and ſiſters. I opened 
it both in the men's and womens meeting— 
and received a certificate of their concur- 
.rence with my concern : their near ſympa- 
. thy with me under the exerciſe attending, 
it, and their prayers for my preſervation 
through every baptiſm and trial that I might 
meet with: and having early had a proſpect 
of being at Philadelphia at the time of the 
general ſpring meeting of minifters and eld- 
rs, to be held there in the third month 1789, 
and ſtill feeling bound to endeayour to be 
at that mecting, I got ready, and my friend 
Daniel Aldrich having found a concern up- 
on his mind to accompany me, and obtain- 
ed a certificate of concurrence of his friends, 
we ſet forward on the journey the ninth of 
the third month 1789, having taken an at- 
fectionate and heart-tendering farewell of 
my dear wife and family, recommending 
them to the Lord for preſervation, conſola- 
tion and ſupport, in full eonfidence that he 
would not fail them if their truſt continued 
firmly in him. We rode ſeveral days, paf- 
ſing through the ſtate of Connecticut with- 
out meeting with any of our brethren, ex- 
cept a few in one place, after parting with 
my dear father-in-law, my beloved brothex- 
in-law, Joſeph Anthony, and our Kind

young friend Obadiah Brown, who rode 
part of the firſt day with us. We met widh 
very kind treatment among the Preſbyte- 
rians in Connecticut; and Fhad to believe, 
from the ſtate of mind which many of them 
appeared to be in, and from the impreffion 
which I had among them, that a time would 
yet come when the blefled Truth would have 


a much freer entrance, operation and ac- 


knowledgment among that people than has 
yet been evident—may. the Lord haſten his 
great work in the earth, and when and fo 


far as he pleaſeth, * take unto him his great 


* power and reign” throughout the kingdoms 


of men. We got to New-York, the 14th and 


ſaid their fore and afternoon meetings, but 
were quite ſhut up therein. Next day went 
to Rahway in Jerſcy, and ſo on to Philadel- 
phia, where we arrived the 2oth at evening, 
having attended a little meeting hy the 


way at Bordentown in Jerfey,. and allo the 


quarterly meeting at Haddonfield. Here the 
Lord favoured us with his preſence, and 
opened our way to confiderable ſervice. | 


21 ft—hegan the general ſpring: meeting 
of miniſters and elders at Philadelphia. Truth ; 


mereifully owned our ſolemnity, and won- 
derfully favoured in the ſeveral fittings. of 


the. felect meeting—the ſeveral meetings, 
for publick worſhip—as alſo in the three” 
monthly meetings in the city, Which dame 
on in courſe after the 81 35 mecting con- 
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We left Philadelphia 27th, and were next 
day at a ſele& meeting at Wilmington, and on 


the two following days, at their general meet- 
ing for worſhip there, where Truth gave us 


the victory, and afforded ahility to exalt the 
precious teſtimony thereof, though through 


deep ſufferings in ſpirit. After this we had 


meetings at Chriſtiana-Bridge, and the Head 
of Elk, among people moſtly not of our 


Tociety. But though! felt a ſtrong oppoſi- 


tion in ſome at the laſt place, yet Truth 


gave the victory at both theſe meetings, the 
laſt being eminently owned by the overſha- 


dowing of divine life, in the power and de- 
monſtration whereof the everlaiting goſpel 


Vas preached among them—may it faſten 
as a nail in a ſure place, 3a 


4th mo. 2d.—Wetricd to get to the month- 


1y meeting at Deer Creek, bit could not get 
over the river Suſquehanna until too late to 
reach meeting ſeaſonably; but we found 


we had a ſervice among ſeveral young 
Friends near the river. After we had clear- 
Ed our minds to them, the way ſoon opened 


for us to croſs the river: ſo we had a meet- 
ing next day at Deer Creek, in which I was

We had mectings at the Fawn, Buſh Ri- 
ver, Little Falls, Gunpowder, Patapſco Fo- 


reſt, and Baltimore: moſtly ſhut up. We 
ſtaid at Baltimore until. aſter their two 
meetings on firſt-day ; were-ſhut up, yet fa- 


voured with faith and patience.—1 4th, we 


Had a meeting at Elk Ridge; were ſhut up, 


except 
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except the expreſſion of a few words.—1 fth, 
we were at their preparative meeting at San- 
dy Spring, a blefled and highly favoured time 
very open; divers attended the meeting 
for worſhip who were not of our ſociety. 
Truth's doctrines flowed freely and large- 
ly among them, I truſt in a good degree 
of the evidence and een of the 
Spirit. 

16th, We attended a | preparative meeting 
at Indian- -Spring, and a ſelect meeting after 
it; each exerciſing, though we got a little 
relief, through attention to that which en- 
abled to labour honeſtly as ability was. at- 
forded. 7 

17th. —Were at their anithly meeting 
there, before which, in the morning, we 
were at the adjournment of their ſelect 
mecting : it was indeed a day not to be for- 
gotten, F truſt by us, nor by many of chem 
who were preſent. In the ſelect meeting truth 
very unexpectedly opened ſome important 
and inſtructive (though to the natural man 
myſterious) doctrines clearly to the under- 
ſtanding of my mind; and the power of the 
word of life accompanying, 1 opened them, 
fo far as required, to the meeting, to the 
great relief of my own mind. The meeting 
for publick worſhip was eminently owned | 
by the overſhadowings of divine love, un- 
der which covering, utterance was largely 


given, and the doctrines of the goſpel were 


opened and promulgated 'this day, to the

feſtations or confirmations of his fatherly 
care having been day and night extended to 
and over me from my youth, for my preſer- 
vation and advancement in the way of life 
and ſalvation, it pleaſed his infinite majeſty 
to condeſcend once more (as at ſome few 
gracious, ſolemn and peculiar ſeaſons in the 
courſe of my pilgrimage before) as it were to

I ſaw + 
that my garments Lad in days paſt | been 
much defiled, but were now waſhed and 
made clean. I ſaw that I had indeed come 
thus far through great tribulation, and 
that, had I not ſubmitted thereto. I myſt: 
have remained * filthy ſtill' My very foul 
bowed in deepeſt. proſtration before the 
throne 
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throne of God—my ery aſcended for future 
preſervation—and I vowed continued obe- 
dience, through his help, to the end of my 
ſtay here in this vale of tears. My heart 
was lifted up in ſongs of praiſe for the won- 
ders of his love to me-ward; and I had to 
contemplate and adore the unmerited kind- 
neſs and goodneſs of his gracious dealings 
with me—lI could ſay he had plucked my 
fect out of the mire and clay, and ſet them 
upon a rock, in a good degree eſtabliſhed 
muy poings, and put a ue ſong in my 
mouth, even praiſes to my God.” O Lord, 
hold me faſt for ever—keep my ſoul alive 
to the end—make of me, and do with me 
what and as thou pleaſeſt-I am thine ; this 
is my rejoicing ; I wiſh ever to remain thine; 
and if ever my own will, my own corrupt 
inclinations, preſume to rend me from thee, 
O, my gracious Father, be thou pleaſed to 
interpoſe, and to lift a ſtandard againſt all 
that may riſe up againſt me for evil.—I dare 
not depend on my own {ſtrength or reſolu- 
tions, but muſt look unto thee to ſtrengthen 
me in weakneſs, and to make effectual my 
ſtrivings, wreftlings and reſolutions againſt 
fin. I commit myſelf wholly to thy care 
and keeping—be thou my light and leader, 
-and hold me in thy holy hand for ever. 
Amen. 
Next day we had a glorious meeting at 
this place, at Friends meeting-houſe, but 
moltly among fuch as were not Friends, 


S8 of them called Methodiſts, a 2 | 
that 
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that abound in this land, and ſome of their 
hearts have been touched with a live coal 
from the holy altar; but they ſeem very 
unſettled, many having hurried forward in- 
to much religious activity, being very noiſy, 
talkative, and almoſt, if not quite ranting; 
yet I hope ſome of them will come to a ſet- 
tlement in the truth; but expect many will 
run quite out, and finally ſhake off their re- 
ligious exerciſe, this being the natural con- 
ſequence of making haſte into religious per- 
formances without the pure leadings of truth 
therein. My heart and mouth were largely 
opened among them in this and divers other 
meetings—and this day, in a ſpecial man- 
ner, the ſtreams of lite flowed plentifully 
and ſweetly, to my great ſatisfaction and 
comfort, and to the refreſhment of many 
minds—glory to God, who hath hitherto 
helped us! we can do nothing without his 
help, but can do all things required of us 
through his Rrengriientng influence in and 

upon us. | 
_ 20thand 21ſt, We had precious meetings at 
Herring-Creek and Buſh-River, moſtly among 


other people, as Methodiſts, &c. though at 


Friends meeting-houſes ; for Friends at Teſs 
places are few in number; there uſed to be 
many valuable Friends belonging to theſe 
meetings. We were very clear in dur judg- 
ment, that Friends, having kept ſuch num 
bers of ſla ves, did much contribute to the 
ruin of their poſterity: for the poor negroes 
were put to do mne all the work, while 
the 
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the children of Friends were brought up in 
pride, fulneſs of bread, and abundance of 
* idleneſs,”* riding about for pleaſure, living 
at eafe and in fuineſs: this was productive 
of many evils,. and opened a wide door tor 
unprofitable and pernicions intimacy with 
hurtful company, until, alas, the youth in 
ſome particular places are almoſt all depart- 
ed from the way of truth, and an almoſt 
total deſolation reigns in ſome places in this 
land. Oh the miſchiefs of idieneſs and op- 
preflion !\—may it be the ſpecial care of all 
religious people ſtrictly to bring up their 
children to ſome honeſt, induſtrious and 
uſeful employment: I believe Truth requires 
it; that a bleſſing attends it; and that much 
evil is prevented by it. My ſpirit deeply 
* mourns over the ſorrowful and dangerous 
fituation of ſuch who have, as they ſay, no- 
* thing to do'—believing they will almott 
certainly ſoon learn to do evil. _ 

Next day, my companion being unwell, 
we kept houſe; and the day following rode 
near half the day towards Alexandria, 
where we ſtaid until firſt-day the 26th, and 
were at the fore and afternoon meeting ; to 
both which came many of the towns people, 
Methodiſts, Baptiſts, Preſbyterians, &c. and 
the Lord was racouſly pleated to give us 
a good time in both meetings, eſpecially 
the laſt, wherein Truth reigned over all- 
bleſſed be the name of the Lord. This was 
the ſirſt place we were at mectiug in Virginia.

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Next day we rode forty-five miles to Stat- 
ford, and had a very dull meeting there the 
day following; it was filent, . except a few 
words at the cloſe, which I felt eaſy ta-dro 
with my hat on, informing that the life was 


fo low, and the ſprings ſo ſhut up, that I had 


not dared to attempt- any thing under pre- 
tence of preaching the goſpel; but that I felt 
aà particular freedom to mention ſomething 
that had turned in my mind to thoſe not of 
our ſociety : I told them, a miniſter of the 
goſpel had nothing of hrs n to offer to the 
people ; his whole dependance is on Chriſt ;\ 
he muſt ſpeak as the oracle of God, and enly 
in the ability that God giveth; there fore is 
under an abſolute neceſſity to keep ſilence, 
unleſs immediately commiſhoned and abilita- 
ted from God —that, for their ſakes, through 
the flowings of the love which I felt to them, 
I had rather deſired as a creature, that the 
way might be opened for communication; 
but that I found a flow of love and good-will 
was not a ſufficient qualification to preach 
the goſpel—mentioning that Saul's forcing 
hinſelf and offering, through a fear that the 
people would be ſcattered abroad, diſpleaſed 
the Lord, and Samuel his prophet—that, 
therefore, T had not dared to attempt to 
preach the goſpel among them, knowing who 
it was that ſaid, ſuch as kindle a fire and warm 
themſelves by the ſpa:ks of their own kin a 
dling, ſhall lie down in ſorrow. 
My beloved companion having been: un- 
well more or leſs moſt of the time, for ſeyeral 
weeks 
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weeks, now grew worfe, ſo that we were 
under the neceſſity to tarry here at the houſe 
of our friend Robert Painter ſeveral days; 
during which time my ſaid companion came 
to a concluſion to leave me and return home- 
ward, as he and I both very much doubted 
his being able to go through the journey. 

This was indeed a trial to me in my deep] 
exerciſed ſtate of mind, and gladly could I 
have curned with him, but could find no 
peace of mind in looking that way. So on 
the 1ſt of the 5th month, he being a little 
mended, and feeling eafy in his mind to go 
homeward, and I not daring to urge him 
forward, we parted in-much brotherly near- 
neſs and affection, having travelled together 
in true goſpel love and harmony—he with 
a pilot or rather a guide, going for Alexan- 
Ana, and I with another, rode to a place in 
Culpepper called Southland meeting, croſ- 
ſing the river Rapahannock in our way. 
This was indeed a day of deep anguiſh to 
my ſoul; I felt unuſually diſconſolate, and 
could not refrain from almoſt exceſſive 
weeping: my heart ſeemed ready to break, 
for 25 not only left in a ſtrange land al- 
moſt without a ſympathizing friend, but 
was inwardly very much ſtripped; yet I was 
favoured to be in a good degree reſigned un- 
der all, and my cry was fervently to the God 
of all conſolation, that he would keep me 
ſteadfaſtly given up to do and ſuffer whate- 
ver he 1 in wiſdom. ſaw. belt for me. 41 
; | Next 
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Next day had a ſilent meeting here, except 
a few words of information after meeting 
broke up, or as we parted. The day follow- 
ing, being the gd of the 5th month, I was at 
Caroline meeting, ſilent here alſo, and more 
painful and diſtreſſing than any I had been 
at in this journey before. I remembered 
the account of Chriſt's agony, his ſweating 
as it were drops of blood, and crying out 
to his heavenly Father, My God, my God, 
* why haſt thou forſaken me!“ I ſaw the 
propriety of his paſſing through this trying 
ſcene: and I believed it neceflary for me to 
to go through that portion of ſufferings 
aſſigned me: and though he paſſed through 
his for our ſakes, he being experimentally. 
| touched with a feeling of our infirmities and 
ſufferings—not but that his Omniſcience as 
God could ſee and behold it all without feel 
ing it in a body of fleſh; but as the brethren 
were partakers of fleſh and blood, he willing- 
ly took part of the ſame; and in all the ſuffer- 
ings incident to the brethren in this life, and 
therein to ſet us an example of faith, patience 
aud perſeverauce through all; and that he 
might both feel and maniteſt this refignation 
in the moſt conſpicuous manner poſſible, he 
was ſo far ſtripped as to feel as if he was 
ſorſaken; yet even in this extremity, though 
as man, he was ready to wiſh the cup to 
paſs from him, yet he centered in— not my 
* will, but thine be done. I ſaw that there 
was no way for me to get rightly along, but

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through the like ſubmiſſion: and this after- 
noon every painful impreſſion was removed, 
and the light of life ſhined into my foul with 
unclouded clearneſs; Twas ſet at liberty, and 
Judgment was indeed brought forth unto 
victory. 
- 4th. Had a meeting at Cedar Creek ie 
painful, nor yet had I much enjoyment ; but 
was quite fhut up as to words in the miniſtry; 
yet had an engagement to inform the peo- 
ple, at the concluſion of the meeting, of the 
ſorrow I often had felt, on account of the 
groſs darkneſs which yet prevails in regard 
to what is called preaching the goſpel, ma- 
ny engaging therein without divine autho- 
"rity and influence, who conſequently cannot 
profit the people. | 
5th. Had a meeting at Genito, ah one 

next day at Richmond, among people moſt- 
ly not of our ſociety; theſe were both bleſ- 
fed meetings; Truth's doctrines were large— 
ly opened to my relief, and I truſt to the 
refreſhment of divers others. —7th, had a 
meeting at the ſwamp, and one next day at 
Black-Creek, another the day following at 
Curles—all dull and almoſt lifeleſs; yet ! 
laboured a little in the miniſtry in all of 
them in a low depreſſed manner, and in the 
laſt, though dull in the fore part, yet through 
an honeſt attention, in lowlineſs aud delibe- 
ration, to a ſmall motion, I found much re- 
lief. Bleſſed be the Lord who kept me hum: 
ble, and careful in utterance. For I am well 
fatisf ed, that if I had preſumed with fo ſmai! 
a motion 
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2 motion to have riſen into much ſtrengthof 
utterance haſtily, Iſhould have dried up that 
little ſpring. of lite which I felt, and o run 
into a flow of words, to my own ſorrow in 
the end, and to the preventing that benefit 
which I hope ſome received. And here have 
ſcen that many, who have a real gift in the 
miniſtry, do ſometimes greatly hurt them- 
ſelves, their ſervices and the people, for not 
lying low enough; nor taking care enough, 
to find the ſafe ſtepping ſtones, from ſtep to 
tcp, they run out of the little, though lively 
gift, into an haſty elevation of words; not 


| indeed without very conſiderable degree of 


warmth and animation. 

roth. I was at Wayne-Oak meeting, 
was dull; yet I did near the cloſe ſay _ 
thing by. way of miniſtry, which afforded 
me little relief. J was hereby renewedly 
aſſured that the goſpel cannot be preached, 
but when the Lord opens the real ſpring of

lite in the preacher. I rode after this meet- 


ing ten miles towards another meeting place, 


expecting to go on thither next day in order 


tor a meeting; but my way ſeemed. ſo ſhut.

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I was'-redueed to a very deſtitute con- 
dition, wherein al my former experience 
ſeemed to afford little or no ſatisfaction, 
Fhis ſeaſon of ſtripping had been coming 
upon mie for ſeveral days, and continued 
tor ſome time after. But I have not the 
leaſt expectation of being able, by words 
or writing, ever to convey a clear and ade- 
quate idea of the darkneſs, deſolation and 
diſtreſs attending this diſpenſation, to any 
who have not in degree experienced it: thoſe 
who have may, if they ſhould read theſe 
lines, when I am in another ſtate of exiſt- 
ence, feel a lively ſenſibility thereof—teel as 
one a little before them has felt, deeply a- 
baſed, exerciſed and heavy laden; like to 
what their poor ſouls may have yet for a 
ſeaſon at times to groan under—and if it 
pleaſe God to bleſs this preſent relation to 
the benefit of any of his drooping children, 
T grudge not my having paſſed through the 
fore conflict, nor my pains in preſerving 
theſe memoirs of my exerciſed life. 
12th.—]I attended the week-day meeting 
of Friends here at Wayne-Oak as it came 
in courſe—it was very ſmall—I was much 
ftripped, nor had I ability to fay any thing 
in the meeting until near the cloſe of it, 
feeling to myſelf one of the moſt unworthy 
ereatures; yet after all this I was made to 
rejoice, and for this very abaſement and re- 
duction of mind; and this rgjoicing increal- 
ed until I had to expreſs a Title of it in the 
meeting, much to the tendering a few = 
FELT en 
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| ken-hearted friends preſent, though I could 


not riſe into more lite than juſt in weakneſs 
to utter a few expreſſions, yet therewith felt 
eaſy ; but concluded, as I had the day be- 
fore, that if way did not open with more 
clearneſs for the continuance of my Journey 


after the yearly meeting then ſoon coming 


on at this place, I might return home; tul- 
ly belieying that he who called me forth in- 
to his ſervice in this land, would open the 


way with clearneſs to proceed ſo far as his 


will was for me to go; and that as he would 
not withhold the neceſſary openings, I might 
fafcly, after waiting a proper time without 


obtaining any manifeſtations to the contra- 


ry, return to my family, yet remained given 
up to go forward it he ſhould open the wy | 


| for it. 


14th. In filence and inward poverty 1 at- : 
—_ the ſele& quarterly meeting of mi- 
niſters and elders at White-oak Swamp, and 
next day the publick quarterly meeting 
here ; out of weakneſs I was made ſtrong, 
and many with my own ſoul rejoiced in the 
Lord.—1 6th, began the ſelect yearly meet- 
ing, and this day was held the meeting for 


ſufferings alſo. Next day two large meet- 


ings for worſhip, and one the day following ; 
then the church diſcipline in the afternoon, 


and by adjourpments until the 2oth. The 
meetings for worſhip were lively favoured 


times; thoſe far diſcipline, for want of deep 
dwelling in. the lite, and more engagement. 
tor good: order, Were not ſo lively, yet Truth 
owned 


2 — — 
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owned the taithful labours of a remnant, and 
life ſ prang up at times to their refreſhment. 
The meeting for ſufferings was alſo fayour- 
ed: it appeared that the members thereof 
had been, and with ſome ſucceſs, engaged 
in ſupport of the rights of the injured Atri- 
cans, at which my ſoul rejoiced; for many 
of them groan in cruel bondage in this land. 
But I believe the Lord will more and more 
ariſe for their conan" and work their 
_ emancipation; and that through judgment 
poured out upon their oppreſſors, if the hard 
hearts of thoſe who"make them groan are 
not ſoftened by milder means. I uſed among 
Friends here a plain, honeſt, goſpel free- 
dom, which gave me great reljec” and ten- 
dered many of their hearts. So after ſuppli- 
cation and thankſgiving to God, this year- 
ly meeting concluded under a freſh ſenſe of 
his divine goodneſs. 
21{t—Had a. meeting here with the ne- 

groes, and though filent myſelf, yet my dear 
friend John Lloyd, from Pennſylvania, had 
good ſervice therein. Next day we had a 
meeting at Tyrees, wherein I was cloſed up, 
but my friend had a pretty open time— 
22d, was at Skemins; and 24th, we had a 
fmall meeting at Williams-burgh, a town 
where” no Friends live. . I had hittle to ſay 
in theſe meetings. It is to the poor the 
goſpel is preached—eyen Jeſus did not ma- 
ny mighty works in ſome plages becauſe of 
their unbelief. It remains true to this day, 
that unbelief and hardneſs of heart ſhuts out 
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the goſpel, or prevents a free entrance there- 
of among ſuch as have not a ſenſe of their 


own neceſſities, but think themſelves rich, 
full, and to have need of nothing—ſor the 


word preached cannot profit unleſs it be 
mixed with faith in them that hear it. No 
wonder therefore that thoſe. who run when 
the Lord hath not ſent them, and continue 
preaching to the people without feeling, or 
evidently finding a door of entrance into 
their hearts, do nat pr ofit them by all their 
long, laborious and creaturely exerciſes 
among them—tor nothing gathers to God 
but what procceds from him. 

25th,—We had a meeting among the Me- 
hodifts at New-Kent. J. L. had a little teſ- 
timony among them; I was quite ſhut up; 


vet after meeting broke up J endeavoured 
to impreſs them with a ſenſe of the utter 


uſclefſneſs of all preaching, however much 
it may warm and move upon the paſſions, 


Except that which is from a real ſpring of. 


divine life in the ſpeaker.—26th, went to 
* ayne-Oak, and 28th, I attended Curles 
meeting; it ſeemed almoſt without light or 
life until the latter part, when a gleam of. 
true light appeared; by keeping to which, 
though. in great weakneſs, victory was ob 
tained, and the meeting ended to cormiort 
and rcjoicing—though we found it for a 
long time almoſt impoſſible to ſing a ſong of 


Sion in æ lang, where the harp was hung on 


the w JHow?- for it was truly. mourn{u] to 
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ſee the city fit ſolitary that was full of pes 
ple.“ Truth had once proſpered here, 

but now the poſterity of Faithful friends 

were nearly all carried away captive but a 

little gleam of hope aroſe in my mind that 

there would be a revival in this place. 
My way opening with more clearneſs, I 


got along with much ſatisfaction and fulneſs 


of divine joy, having divers large and bleſſed 
meetings —one at a Friend's houſe a few 
miles from Peterfburgh over James River, 
one at Gravelly-Run, one at Burleigh, and 
another at Seacock. After that at Burleigh, 
we had a good watering time in the evening, 
at a Friend's houſe, among black people 
and ſome others, beſides a few Friends. Truth 
reigned over all in this bleſſed meeting. 


—the poor negroes bleſſing God in accents 


beſpeaking heart- felt reverence, and deep 
ee els of ſoul, for this favoured ſea-— 


Fon; one of them in particular ſaying, * O 


may I ever bleſs and praiſe my great God, 
for the great good he has this evening done 


my ſoul! tor the fweet precious love that I 


have felt--I never felt ſuch heavenly love 


before—-blefied for ever be the great God! 
my heart was much affected at the feel- 


ing ſenibilith, which this, and ſeveral more 
of the poor blacks diſcovered, in their way, 


of returning thanks to God, both in the 


evening „and again next morning ; for they 


ſeemed full of ſongs of praiſe, even in the 


morning, for the evenings precious favour 
may

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may the Lord Almiglity hold them in his 
hand for ever, and ma, my ſoul never for- 
get the deſcendings of. heavenly rain upon 
and among us at that comfortable ſeaſon— 
for which his holy name be praiſed for ever. 
Amen! And I am renewedly confirmed, 
that there is a real work of divine power 
among many in this land, both white and 
black; though yet much unſettled—may they 
be brought to witneſs a er degree of 
clearneſs and cf{tabliſhment in the cyerlaſt- 
ing truth | 

After theſe we had meetings at Black-Wa- 
ter, Stanton's, Vick's, Black- Creek , Johnſon's 
and Summerton—In the-two firſt of theſe 1 
was filent; but belieyc they were all times of 
renewing of ſtrength to ſome who attended 
them. The doctrines of the goſpel were living- 
ly proclaimed in tlie authority of truth, dear 
John Lloyd's way being opened Next we 
had a glorious meeting at the Ve Hern branch 
the th of 6th month, wherein thore ſec med to 
be no lack of openneſs, power and utterance; 
many were deeply affected, hewed and ten- 
dered—blefied be the Lord for ever —loth, 
We had two dull meetings at Bennet's 
creek, J. L. in the firſt, and I in the laſt got 
ſome relief, through a little honeſt labour 
in great weakneſs among them — 1 fth, we 
had a ſtrengthening and refreſhing mceting 
at the widow Bufkins, where a meeting is 
held once a month. I had a good open time 
—the doctrines of the goſpel were largely 
| ö opened, 


— - 
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opened, with ſtrength and clearneſs, to the 
tendering of many minds. 5, p 
We had meetings at Norfolk, Portſmouth 
and Suffolk, places where none of our Society 
live, except ONE ſmall family, and a youn 
man in Suffolk the firſt and laſt of theſe 
meetings were held at the court-houſes; that 
at Portſmouth in an upper room in the mark- 
ct-houfe. The people at Norfolk behaved un- 
devoutly at meeting, LEP running out, 
talking, whiſpering, laughing, gazing about, | 
107 1 reproved them for their incivility, 
Uing them, that the moiſt mournful confi- 
oration of my mind reſpecting their beha- 
viour, was the great inexperience of the 
realities of religion, and the great unac- 
quaintance with the nature and importance 
of divine worſhip, which their conduct had 
forrow inlly wanifeſted; and fo enlarging a 
little upon the ſubject of. worſhip ; and that 
God, even a preſent God, is the object there- 
of, and not a any man—that God, to be wor- 
ſhipped aright, muſt be felt after, known and 
reverenced; with a little more on ſome otker 
ſubjects. We left them with heavy hearts, 
tinding yery little open door of utterance, 
becauſe there was ſcarce. any door of en- 
trance into their hearts, except in a few; 
ana yet I had a ſecret hope, and ſome beliet, 
that that day's work would not be altogether 
10 vain. 
The meetings at Rar and Suffolk 
were heayer y watering ſeaſons, wherein 
Fry th reigned over all. Many minds were 
FE RIDES much 
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much reached. and tendered, and a general 
folemnity was very- prevalent. Fhe Lord has 
a viſited ſced in this land up and down in 

many places. O that they may come to 
know a greater ſtability and ſettlement. Af- 
ter the meeting at Suffolk, we had a 
parting opportunity with many Frrends, 
who attended from different parts of the 
country around. This was a moſt melting 
and reviving ſeaſon. The everlaſting Arm 
was marvelloyſly magnified and made bare! 
the holy name was livingly exalted and 
praiſed; the ſouls of the mourners were 
_ eminently .comforted; and the lukewarni 
powertully warned—blcfſed be the name of 
the Lord for ever and ever, for his goodneſs 

0 my poor ſoul at this precious ſeaſon — 
may I never forget that falnefs of divine 
light and life, that overflowing cup of ſweet- 
neſs and conſolation, wherewith he enrich- 
ed my mind in that ever memorable day. 

After this heavenly banquet, I parted with 
zy dear friend John Lloyd, who had for ſc- 
veral weeks been agreeably my companion, 
and with the reſt of my friends of Virginia 
now preſent, and let out for North-Carolinaz 
accompanied by Robert Jordan and wife, 
where arrived next day at the houſe of our 
kind friend Thomas Newbey. In the courſe: 
of the following days, I was at eight meet- 
ings in Perquimons and Paicotank counties, 
at Friends meeting-houſes, as follows, viz. 
at that called Wellſes meeting-houſe,— 
Oid-Neck—Sutton's Creek. Le River.— 
ew-begun 
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Wew-begun' Creek—the Narrows of Paſco- 
tank—monthly meeting at Simmons's Creek 
and the Piney-Woods—Theſe were all 
favoured open ſeaſons,:except that at Sutton's: | 
Creck, and that at the Narrows; in both 
which I was quite ſhut up, ſave in that at the 
Narrows I did expreſs a few words at the 
breaking up of the mecting, reſpecting the 
nature of goſpel miniſtry; as that it ne- 
ver was in man's power, * as man, to 
preach the goſpel, &c. Oh! how I then 
mourned, and often have mourned, to fee: 
the eager expectations of the people ſo wide- 
ty miſplaced on the creature inſtead of the 
Creator: and this is undeniably the caſe; 
with all who expect man to preach to: them 
without divine affiſtance ; for man is but the 


creature, and unlefſs immediately filled ant 


qualified with divine light, life and power, is 

as deſtitute of any ability livingly and profit- 
ably to preach that goſpel which is the real 
power of God unto ſalvation, as he is of 
power to cauſe the outward rain to deſcend: 
from heaven. 

In ſeveral of the foregoing meetings Truth 
eminently favoured us together—the goſpel 
was preached in the life and authority 
thereof—many minds were ſtrengthened and 
encouraged, and the great name was magni- 
fed and praiſed —Aftter this I went to Rich- 
land; 24th, was at their meeting there, where, 
Truth opened the way with ſtrength and 
clearneſs to edification and rejoicing.

there—a dull time it was, and but little 
openneſs for goſpel communication. After 
meeting, and the two next days, we rode · to 
a place called Core- ſound; and attended, a 
monthly meeting there—it was a low time, 
yet way opened for T ruth's teſtimony to be 
in ſome degree exalted. Next day we were 
at their ſelect and publick meeting—the 
publick meeting was eminently overſhadow- 
ed with divine favour, and. made. to. be a 
time of bleſſed viſitation to ep! four 
praiſed be the name of the Lord. - 
6th—We had an exercifing ia at 
Clubfoot Creek—there was ſome. openneſs, 
to that conkderable- labour was beſtowed, 


but 
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but not to much relief or ſatisfaction of our 
minds—which was pretty much the caſe 
next day alſo, at a meeting we had at Neu- 
burn. In this town there are no Friends, 
and the people's minds very light and un- 
ſtayed, that it was painful to behold the 
airineſs and irreverence which prevailed in 
too many. They got a gentle reproof, and 
we left them in ſorrow as to our minds, 
though but little or no true ſorrow appeared 
in them. 

_ 8&th—We had a very heavenly. meeting 
t Friends mecting-place on Trent—and 
nr next day about twenty miles fur- 
ther up the river Trent, at a place where a 
meeting was lately ſettled, Friends appeared 
pretty well engaged at theſe two places, and 
[ hope an increaſe will be witneſfed among 
them.—r 1th, we attended the monthly meet- 
ing at Contentney—a trying time it was to 
my mind; but way opened, after Jong ſut- 
fering in filence, to clear my mind in ſome 
good degree. Next day we were at firſt day- 
day meeting at the ſame place ſilent-we 
were at meetings at Nues, Bear-Creek and 
- Turner's Swamp—all trying times. In the 
firſt, the weight I felt ſeemed almoſt in- 
ſupportable, but at length way opened, 
and an extraordinary time we had; divers 
ſtates were remarkably opened and ſpoken 
to in Truth's ſearching authority, and yet 
with that ſympathetic, perſuafiye energy, 
that it made way almoſt into cvery heart. It 
was a tcndering time, but, alas! the next 
day 
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day it was a time of difficulty, as well as 
diſtreſs, and no way opened to get much re- 
lief by communication, though I could not 
well avoid dropping ſome clote exprethons or 
alarming hints, but I ſaw little or no proſpect 
of much advantage from them to thole to 
whom they belonged : they ſeemed like thoſe 
who had cars to hear, but heard not, or as. 
if they had ſhut their cars, and hardened 
their hearts. I felt for them with a heart full. 
of forrow. The laſt meeting was more com- 
' fortable, though I was quite {hut up. My 
dear friend James Ladd bore a lively well- 
adapted teſtimony, in which I rejoiced, and; 
found relief of mind. I 
17th, I reſted at my friend Benjamin 
Arnold's being unwell. He and his wite 
were very kind, both being welkengaged 
Friends: the fruits of whoſe godly parental 
care and authority very plainly and agreea-: | 
bly appcared in the behaviour and appear-: 
_ ance of their welbEordered oft-ipring. Oh, 
much lies at parents doors! much may they « 
do, through divine aid, for their children's. 
good, by proper, conſtant care, watchtulneſs, . 
advice, reprook, reitraint, correction and com-: 
mands; all in Truth's authority, as O,, 
requires; and that not generally ſo much in- 
the auſterity and rigour of compulfory diſ- 
eipline, as in the meekneſs and authority of. 
the Lamb, which ſeldom fails of reaching, 
the witneſs in their minds, and more or leſs: 
to bring them under the government of 


Truth. O that many, very many parents, 
K 3 no- 
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clear my mind among them—though I had 
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now too much at eaſe, may be arouſed to a 
due conſideration of the truſt repoſed in 
them, and ſee to the diſcharge of their duty 
to the precious fouls under their care. Oh, 
fee to it, parents, I beſeech you, for your 
own and their precious ſouls ſakes! ſee to 
it in ſeaſon, and unremittingly ; great is 
the care that is-receflary, conſtant the watch 
that ought to be maintained.

ral minutes. I truſt ſome real benefit re- 


ſulted therefrom, to ſome who were too near 
always ready, as well as to my own ſoul, in 
keeping ſubjectly given up to follow. faith- 
fully, however greatly in the croſs, the 
motions, openings and ſhuttings of life.— 
Aſter this we ſet out for Eno, it be ing two 
days ride, beſides what we rode this afternoon, 
23d.

we 
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We had a dull diſtreffſing meeting at a 
Friend's houſe between Chatham aud Pee- 
dee; we were ſhut up in ſilence. Next day 
we had a heavenly, open meeting at Pee- 
dee - bleſſed be the Lord who helped us 
20th, we had a very ſmall, yet precious 
meeting at Cambden, South-Carolina, where 
no member of our ſociety liveth, except one 
very ancient woman ; though once there was 
a ſettled meeting of F riends there—this was 
a watering time to a few fincere hearted, 
whom my ſoul loved; and an awakening, 
and in ſome degree convincing time, to ſome 
who were too much hardened in fin, and un- 
acquainted with that light and power which 
is the authority of our meetings and miniſtry : 

this they now felt, ſo that divers were con- 
ſtrained to acknowledge, and bear teſtimony 
thereto, in their converſation with one ano- 
ther. And I am on this. occaſion renewedly 
confirmed in a ſentiment I have long been 
ſettled in, that 1s, that. there never was, and 


never will be but one true religion in the

Next.day we attended the meeting: we had

Freeman's in N. Carolina, having a meeting 


at his houſe 27th, and were next day at a 
Friends meeting at Weſtfield, called alſo 
Tonis Creek—all theſe meetings were at- 


tended by Friends, Baptiſts and Methodiſts, 


and ſome of them by ſome others. And 


through patient waiting for the ariſings of 
life and openings of light, they were all ſo- 


lid profitable meetings; Truth's doctrines 


were largely opened, many minds reached, 


and the Lord's name exalted over all. Will- 


worſhip, creaturely performances, lifeleſs 
prayers at ſet times, &c. were much diſcou- 
raged ; for the Lord laid it upon me to ex- 


poſe 
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-poſe the emptineſs of theſe things from place 
to; place, and to ſhew that they never fail of 
drying up the ſprings of life in ſuch, who 
once having had the freſh openings thereof 
in their own fouls, will yet go on in re- 
ligious performances, without Walen for 
light and life therein. 
After one of theſe e a Baptiſt 
man, ſomewhat in years, told me he had tri. 
ed to keep up family prayers in his houſe, 
but found he could have no ſatisfaction in 
it, unleſs when he felt a divine influence in- 
clining him thereto, and that he had now 
omitted it, except when he found himſelf 
thus qualified. Divers others have confeſſed, 
. that they had often, in their attempts to 
pray at their ſet times, without waiting for 
divine help, evidently felt that their words 
fell to the ground, were of no avail, and 
anſwered no good purpoſe —0 that all may 
learn the neceſſity of waiting upon God in 
the filence of all fleſh, and creaturely mo- 
tions or performances, that they may wit. 
neſs that renewal of divine ſtrength, wherc- 
in prayer is made with liſc and acceptance 
with the Lord. 
l had much fervice in theſe South Lands 
among other ſocieties, particularly Method. 
_ Uts and Baptiſts, there being a living birth 
among many of them; and this living birth, 
being in its very infancy in many of hotl 
theſe ſocieties, was near to my life, and | 
often breathed to the Lord to preſerve it 
alive; for I law it to be in imminent date 
0 
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of being ſtifled by a multiplicity of lifeleſs per- 
formances. But though I was led into fervice 
much among other people, as before- men- 
tioned, yet I generally, in the meetings of 
Friends, had ſome clear openings into the 
ſtate of things among the brethren: for I 
was kept very low in my mind, and durſt 
not meddle with things not opened in the 
light of life. I was afraid to judge after the 
fixht of the eye, or reprove after the hearing of 
the ear; my dependance was on the Lord 
alone; and, in that dependant ſtate, I often 
felt as empty of any thing divine, any ſight, 
ſenſe or knowledge of things, as if I had 
been totally blind and infenfible—and in- 
deed who is ſo blind as the Lord's fervait, . and 
ſo deaf as the meſſenger whom he ſends? Aid it 
is neceflary it ſhould be ſo, in order that 
his meflage to the people through them, may 
be wholly in the frc/ openings of divine life, 
without any mixture of man's fallen wiſ- 
dom. This is a great myſtery to the world 
and all its boaſted wiſdom, and will remain 
o for ever, though clearly opened unto 
babes and ſucklings in Chriſt. Ard as my 
mind abode in this /ow ate, in the s of alt 
lings, in the ſubjection of my own creature- 
ly will, wiſdom and workings; I received 
many freſh openings, and therein was ena- 
bled to bring forth things new and old, to the 
inſtruction, and, I hope, laſting benefit of 
the brethren and many others from place to 
place. All glory and praiſe be aſcribed to 
Ilim, without whom my poor ſoul is nothing, 
= knows 
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knows nothing, and can do nothing, in 
things divine. O that all fleſh may be Aba. 
ed, and lie low before him for ever, that hi 
own eternal power may be exalted oyer all 
in them. 
After this meeting at Weſtfield, we found 
A : preſſure in ſpirit to have one next day 
among ſome religious Bapriſts, about ſix 
miles off at a Baptiſt man's houſe ; it was a 
precious heavenly meeting, wherein Truth 
opened many things in the life and demon- 
ſtration. And ſome confeſſed, they had ne- 
ver known before, but that John's diſpenſa- 
tion of water-baptiſm, was part of the goſ- 
pel difpenſation, and to ſtand to the end of 
time; but they ſeemed now to be much 
ſhaken; for it was opened that John's ele- 
mentary diſpenſation was only a forerunning 
one, to prepare the way of the Lord. After 
this meeting we ſtill found a preſſing en- 
gagement to have another meeting at 
Friends meeting-houſe at Weſtfield, which 
was held accordingly the next day, to great 
ſatisfaction : many Baptiſts and others, as 
well as many Friends attended—Truth 
reigned over all, and the doctrines. thereof 
dropped as the rain, to the tendering and re- 
freſhing many ſeeking fouls—bleſſed be the 
Lord for all his favours. We next had 
meetings at Blues- Creek, and Muddy-Creek, 
and 4th and szth of the roth month, were 
at Deep River, their large. monthly meeting 
being held there—all theſe were bleſſed wa- 
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dantlyiſo, to the bow ing my ſoul i in awfulneſs 
and praiſe tlie Gth, we had an open, refreſh- 
ing meeting among the Nicholites, ſo called. 
I had a lively evidence that ſame among 
them were. bumbly endeavouring to ſerve 
the Lord; but at the ſame time Law clearly | 
that many of them reſted too much in their | 
outhde plainneſs; and valuing tthemfelves |

upon that, had ſtopped ſhort of a more 
living acquaintance 18 the wel-ſpring of 
eternal life; and this is a ſnare wherein 1 
ſear ſome of our ſociety are taken, and de- 
tained from greater experience in the real 
life of religion, without which all outward 
things are unavailing, as to the ſalvation 
of the foul]. I laboured among this people, 
in the openings of life, and hope according 
to their condition—may it tend to their 
ſettlement on the right foundation '—Then, 
proceeding on our journey, we had meetings 
at Friends meeting-houſes at Spring-Field, 
Bulrun, New-Garden, Lower Recdy-Fork, 
aud Upper Reedy-Fork, all favoured meet 
ings, fome of them highly ſo. 
14th, - We had a meeting at the awe of 
our friend Samuel Tomlinſon, where very 
tew Friends live near, among Baptiſts, Me- 
| thodiſts, ſome Friends, &c. We evidently 
| telt that ſome of them had pitched in battle 
| array againſt us in their minds; and for a 
h time the Lord ſuffered them to ſhut up the 
7 kingdom of heaven, not entering themſelves, 
nor ſuffering thoſe that gladly would have 
entered. At length a ſmall degree of life 
7 3 aroſe, 
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aroſe, and I told them that the battle wa 
the Lord's, and if he ſuffered them to ſhut 
up the kingdom, the loſs would be their 
own; but that it was likely thoſe formerly, 
whoſe unbelief prevented our Saviour do- 


ing many mighty works, in certain places, 


might be ready to vaunt over him, and to 
think he could not make his way among 
them; and yet I thought their victory, if 
ſuch they eſteemed it, was in no wiſe glori- 
ous; but greatly to their own loſs, or the 
prevention of much good that they might 


otherwiſe have received. I then acknoy- 


ledged to them freely, that we had nothing 
at our own command to offer for their good; 
nor any weapons of our own to oppoſe their 
warlike preparations with—told them I had 


little thought, when in the pure conſtrain- 
ings of goſpel love and goed will, I gave up 
to have a meeting with them, that they 
„would have come together prepared for 


war; but that I was aſſured it was ſo, for! 
could feel the inward ſtate and oppoſition 


of ſome of their minds, as plain as I could 
Fee their bodies with my outward eyes— 
_ Mereover I informed them, that if the Lord 
-engazed me in it, I was not afraid or aſham- 
ed to fight, even upon a retreat, if he did not 
make way tor an advance that I was not at 
all afraid of my life, how many Goliaths ſo- 
ever might defy the armies of the living Gol; 


for my life I had given up to his diſpoſal, to 


be laid down in his cauſe; if he pleaſed, in 
any part of the-globe.—-I came not from m) 
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don land, and all my near and dear connec- 
tions in life, to do my own will, but his who. 


fent me; and while I ſtand faithful in his 
holy will and counſel, in the openings and 
kadings of his divine light and life, I tear no 
evil, danger, or difficulty; nor all the art and 
malice of men or devils; though I fully 
know that of myfelf I can do nothing. How- 
ever I told them, for their own ſakes, in or- 


der that they might have the full benefit of 


the meetipg, I defired them to lay afide their 


warlike weapons, that inward - oppoſition 
wherein they flood againſt the inward life 


of all true relig jon, and the doctrines of the 


everlaſting goſpel; and as they knew them 


ſelves guilty of an inward oppoſition to us, 
and our meſſage, it began to work convic- 


tion in them: they wondered how I knew 
it; but ſeeing I did know it, and was naked 


fo plainly to tell them the inward ſtate, and 
thoughts of their own hearts, it won upon 
them, drew their attention, removed their 


prejudices, and ſoftened their hearts towards 


us and our teftimony—and when I found 


they had given up, and dropt their warlike 
weapons and intentions, I improved the op- 


portunity, as Truth opened the way, and 
told them, I perceived they began to incline 


towards a capitulation, and willingneſs to 
lign articles of peace this they alſo knew 
was true of the inward alteration of their 
minds; and ſo it greatly tended ſtill further 
to gain their love and attention, until at 
length, (though the work, or rather warfare 

was 
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was very hard for ſome time): we had an 
heavenly baptizing time together—Pruth 


reigned over all, and therein our: fouls tri- 


umphed over all oppoſition, in the ſtrength 
and power of an endleſs life! wherein divers 
doctrines of the goſpel were livingly opened 
and enlarged upon, in demonſtration of the 
ſpirit and divine authority ! yea, that was 
telt and acknowledged to be ſo, by many 
whote hearts were greatly tendered and re- 
treſhed, after all the oppoſition they had at 
firſt felt againft us. Thus the Lord wrought 


for vs, and taught our hands to war, and our 
fingers to fight Glory be to his great name 


for ever! for hitherto he hath marvellouſſy 
helped us; and we know that without him 


we muſt have turned our backe! in this and 


many other days of battle. TY LOS 
Next day we had a heavenly open meeting ; 


at a Baptiſt meeting-houſe on Abbit's Ciel, 


about ten miles ſrom the laſt meeting di 


vers of their members, and one of their teach- 


ers urg ingly dehring us to Have a meeting 


with them there, they being much reached 


at the other meeting. We'had had! thoughts 
of having a meeting there before this insi- 


ration, anch the way now looking very open, 


we embraced: it, and! had one 3 2 
And as ſoon as I fat down in the meeting, I 


felt as evidently, as I ever felt any thing 


with my outward fingers, that they were 


now come without their weapons, in a ſtate 
of mind directly reverſe to whàt they or ſome 


of then felt in the tore part of. the meet. 
ing 
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ing yeſterday; their hearts were open, andi - 


our way Was, alſo ſoon opened into a living 
enlargement in the doctrines of Truth, I. 
truſt to our and their. mutual ſatisfaction: = 
and conſolation. of ſoul, though their. out- 
ward performances. and lifeleſs deyotions | 
were largely and livingly teſtified againſt.—: 
Our next meeting was on the day following 
at Randolph Court-houſe, among people of 
various profeſſions; and, magnified for, ever 
be the name of the Lord, our. leader: and 
director, he was gracioully pleaſed to break 
in upon us in a wonderful manner; light. 
hined ſuperior to the ſhining of the ſun in 
the outward firmament, that divine light, 
the ſame that enlighteneth every man. that 
cometh into the world: but in the wicked it 
often ſhines. as in a dark place, and the 
darkneſs comprehends it not—manyx whoſe . 
hearts have become darkened, reject, defpiſe 
and. trample. it under foot; but in thoſe wha 
obey it, love it, walk in it, and bring their 
deeds to it, it will ſhine more and more td 
the pevfe ct day, as the wiſe man ſays; the path 
of the juſt man does, declaring this path of .

like the day of Pentecoſt; the effuſion of the 
Holy Ghoſt was ſo eminently glorious among 
us —and I believe near or quite all preſent, 
ſaid in their hearts, and divers with their 
mouths i in ſubſtance after this meeting, this 
© is the everlaſting goſpel of Chriſt * and.! 
ſaid in my own ſoul, and ſtill ſay, it was of 
the Lord's doing, and marvellous in mine 
eyes —holy and reverend is his name, 5

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that for evermore—may my ſoul ever 
acknowledge his wonders and the riches 
of his love, lying low in humiliation before 
him. 

17th and 18th, We were favoured with 
the Maſter's helping hand at the monthly 
and firſt-day meetings at Center; in both 
which light and life triumphed over death 
and darkneſs. —2oth, we had a painful, trying 
meeting. near a water called Heworry, at a 
Dutch Friend's houſe, (Michael Fout) among 
many Dutch people, and others. We labour- 
cd in the little ability afforded, to ſome de- 
gree of ſatisfaction. The two next days we 
attended Friends meetings, as they. were 
held in courſe, at Springfield and Bulrun.— 
Next day we had a diſcouraging meeting 
among many other profeſfors, near the up- 
per Reedy-Fork. I ſaw and felt clearly, that 
tome of them came prepared to bid defis 
ance; however we laboured a little, though 
under great depreſſion—for though they 
vere many of them high in profeſſion of- 
aitl in Chriſt, too many of them appeared 
to be unbelievers, and in the ſtate of the 
Scribes and Phariſees, as to the inward 
ground of things—and ſuch, in all ages, are 
the greateſt oppoſers and even hinderers of 
good, of any people whatever; yet I believe 
divers preſent were humble- hearted chriſ- 
tians, who thought Iktle of themſelves, "and 
were hungering after better food than their 
tcachers are feeding them with: ſome of 
tacſe I hope got at leaſt a little crumb of 
0 heavenly _ 
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heavenly bread at this meeting may the 
Lord refrefh their ſouls with the waters of 
life, and ſuſtain them. 
24th of 1oth month, began the ſelect 
yearly meeting at Center, in North-Caroli- 
na, for Friends of that ſtate, South-Carolina 
and Georgia—it was a trying ſeafon, and 
Friends ſeemed ſenfible it was a very low 
time. I was quite ſealed up in filence, as 
were both my companion and myſelf next 
day, at the publick meeting for worſhip. 
On ſecond- day the bufineſs of fociety came 
on; it continued by adjournment four days, 
and though the fore part was heavy and try. 
ing, yet the latter part was a time of emi- 
nent overſhadowing of the holy preſence; 
many weighty ET were conhdered in 
this yearly meeting, and finally reſulted 
with much unanimity, love and ſolemnity. 
T was much bowed down, until the laſt day, 
under a fenſe of the want of due dependance 
on the Lord in many preſent; but near and 
at the cloſe of the meeting, the helper ot 
Iſrael opened a way, and helped me to be 
thoroughly relieved, and the ſong that is ever 
nw, was put into my heart and ” rand ina 
very conſolating manner.

others, in Amhurſt county, Virginia—light . 


and life prevailed, to the tendering and wa- 
tering many ſouls —We had a little meeting 
at Francis Walthall's, a man that for ſome 
cars appeared to. Loos been convinced of 
our principles, as alfo his wife: this was 
in Buckingham county.— i stb, we had a 
meeting at Amelia, to a degree of ſatisfac · 
tion, and that afternoon my dear compa | 
nion James Ladd and I parted, in much gol- 
pel ſympathy, and endearment, he going 
home,—1 8th, had a diſcouraging meeting 
at 
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at Camp- Creek, and another next day at 
Douglas meeting (ſo called) in the firſt I got 
but little relief; and in the laſt could not 
open my mouth in the miniſtry. . 
22d, I was at meeting at Smith's Creek, 
in ſuffering ſilence. About this time Satan 
leemed almoſt let looſe upon me, to buffet 
me with doubts, even in things wherein I had 
been well eſtabliſhed and aſſured. And per- 
ſuaded I am, I have no words adequate to 
the full and clear deſcription of the buffet-

Life 
and immortality was again, as it were, 
brought to light out of the depth of ob- 
ſcurity, and eſtabliſhed over all in meridian 
brightneſs and aſſurance in my ſoul. Great 
enlargement followed this ſore conflict, and 
my conſolation was full, and unſpeakably 
glorious—blefſed for ever be the Lord my 
God, and wonderful leader! in the heights 
my foul will praife him, and for the depths. 
of proſtration will I magnify his name, who 
makes all things work together for good to 
thoſe who truly love him—Love him, O 


my ſoul for ever, and ſubmit thy all to his _ 


holy care and . through every trying 
time. 
After this moſt trying conflict, I found my 


way opened again, and had meetings at 


Crooked-Run, Center, Mount Pleaſant, Bear- 
Garden, Back- Creek, Hope well, Middle- 
Creek, Tuſkarorah and Bull-fkin, all open 
good meetings, and moſt of them eminently 
ſo, even to my own admiration! Truth's 
doctrines were largely opened with divine life 
and authority; many Who were much unac- 
quainted with true religion were much reach- 
ed; and ſuch as were hungering and fhirſt- 


ing after ſomething more ſubſtantial than 


they had yet feelingly known, were greatly 
_ refreſhed. My ſoul bowed in awtulneſs be- 
tore that God, who, through the deepeſt 
probations and diſcouragements, ſately 

brought 
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brought me on in the right way; landed me 
on firm ground; and even made my. moſt 
fiery trials and extreme conflicts promotive of 
almoſt inexpreſſible W N and conſo- 
lat ion. a 
Oh! he well knows. what he-4 is about, ; in 
ſuffering his choſen followers to be thus cloſe- 
ly tried—indeed this is the very way they 
become chaſen; for he ever chiogſeth them in the 
furnace of affliftion : here he refines them as 
gold ſeven times tried in-the fire thus they 
bear his holy law; thus they are made able 
to dwell with that which, to every thing fin- 
ful, is as a devouring fire, and everlaſting burn- 
ing, and not be hurt; the fire ſhall not kin- 
dle on tlie to devour; the ſmell of it ſhall 
not be on their garments; but every thing 
in them that is chaffy ſhall be burnt up, in 
and by this unquenchable fire; ſo the weigh- 
ty ſubſtantial wheat comes to be gathered 
into the garner. Oh! thou traveller Sion- 
ward, whenever the Lord leads thee in this 
line, think not that none have walked the 
way before thee; but remember it is the 
high-way to glory; the only trodden path to 
bleſſedneſs remember others, before thou 
waſt brought forth, have deeply experienced 
it, have taſted the wormwood and the gall;

Indeed the arm of 
the Lord was marvellouſly made bare in our 
favour, from place to place, throughout the 
foregoing favoured meetings: and thence 
on to Southland, South-Fork, Goofe-Creek 
and Leeſburg.

I 
was at this place laſt ſpring, as I went fouth-

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prey of that little meeting and neighbour- | 
ood that I felt moſt eaſy, now on my return, 

to viſit them again ; having been drawn in 
ſpirit to look towards them, at times, ever 
ſince I was there before. We had now a 
heavenly watering time together, praiſed 
be the Lord, whoſe power was eminently 
over all. I believe I have never known a 
more conſtant fulneſs of God's love, life and 
qualifying preſence; nor a more continued 
cheertulneſs in and out of meetings, for ſo 
long a time, than (bleſſed be the Lord) 1 
have now been favoured with, fince my ex- 
treme tribulation and diſtreſs at Smith's- 
Creek, and about that time. Oh, the heights

To abound, we 
muſt be abaſed: if we will reign with 
Chriſt, we muft ſuffer with him: but, Oh 
the danger of letting in diſeduragements in 
the winter ſeaſon, when all ſeems cold and 
uncomfortable within; even ſometimes be- 
numbing, and almoſt deadly froſt. 8

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thou exerciſed traveller Sion-ward, if thou 
art not very watchful and careful to abide 
in the faith and patience of the ſaints, thou 
wilt be very likely to take thy flight, from 
walking in the light, and firm abiding on 
the everlaſting rock and foundation ; by. 
jetting in and giving way to doubts, diſpu- 
tings, diſtruſt, murmurings and deſpair; and 
ſo repine at the diſpenſations of Divine Pro- 
vidence, who is proving thee for thy good. 
Here many have taken their flight in the win- 
ter, and let go their hold of what they had 
received, and ſo have loſt their crown! for 
the terms are, be thou faithful unto death, 
and I will give thee a crown of life.“ If thou 
abideſt ſteadfaſt through. the wintry diſpen- 
ſation, the Lord will bring thee to the open- 
ing ſpring, to the fummer, and the ſabbath- 
day; here thou wilt prajſe him on the banks 
of deliverance; here thou wilt be made to 
ſhout and ſing! for, lo, the winter is paſt;

ward, I reſted, wrote, ary waited turther di- 
rections. 
20th, —I attended the meeting again at 
Fairfax; our friend Peter Varnall alſo at- 
tended it, on a religious viftit. I ſat long in 
fuffering filenee; but at length, ſtanding up, 
got forward with much difficulty; ſuck 
mountains of obſtruction ly ing in my way, 
ariſing from the ſtates of ſome preſent, as I 
believed, that I ſeemed not enabled to get 
along far, before I found it beſt to fit down 
rather abruptly ; and fitting quiet and ſtill in 
mind, although I doubt not but many preſent 
thought me a fool, yet I felt reſigned to en- 
dure their ridicule,—But after fitting a good 
while, and finding I could not leave the place 
eaſy, and the meeting having continued al- 
ready to an unuſual length, I ſtood up again, 
intending to defire another meeting next 
day; but as I was not haſty to utter any thing, 
but waited to feel and ſee my way in every 
word, I went on fr om one ſentence to he 
ther 
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cher for ſome time, ſtill expecting to requeſt 
another meeting, but I could not find li- 

berty ſo to do; inſtead thereof finding my 
mind gradually and unexpected opened 
and enlarged, until Truth reigned over 
all! J attained at length a great degree

25th, I had an open good meeting at Buſh- 
Creek, in Maryland, having crofled the 
great river Patowmack, being as 1 hope, 
clcar of Virginia —26th, had a very good 
open meeting at Pipe-Creek in Maryland: 
and 28th, at Monallen in Pennſylvania, and 
ſo on to Huntington, Warrington, Newbury 
and York, having meetings at each of theſe 
places to good ſatisfaction. At York I had 
three, the two laſt laborious ; but I felt in 
good degree clear of the town. 1ſt of 1ſt. 
month, 1790. I went to a place called Wright's 
Ferry, on the river Suſquehanna, where 1 
had a pretty good meeting at the widow 
Wright's houſe—and the three next days, 


three bleſſed meetings at Lancaſter, Lampeter 


and Sadſbury; then 5th, another ſuch at Baſt. 
Nottingham in Mary land—Next day ano- 
ther fuch at Weſt Neetinghanz in Maryland 
—and the day following another at Little-

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bleſſed and very open one at Deer · Creek, over 
Suſquehanna in Maryland.— roth, throug h 


deep ſuffering, Iwas conſiderably opened ang 


enlarged in the fore and afternaon meet- 
-ings at Baltimore. I ſtaid a few days in 
this place, and then rode to Little Falls, at- 
tending meeting there; and ſo on to Saſſa 
fras, (on the eaftern ſhore of Maryland) 
Head of Cheſter, George-Town, Cecil, Cheſ- 


ter meeting and Cheſter-Town ; then to 


Churchill, Queen-Ann's and Tuckahoe 
having open good meetings at all theſe pla- 
ces, to the humiliation of my mind, and 
bowing me into thankfulnefs and proſtra- 
tion before the Lord, who alone giveth 
ability for every religious ſervice.—26th, 


J attended the quarterly meeting of mi- 


niſters and elders at Third Haven; the 


two next days was held the quarterly meet- 
ing for church diſcipline; on the day fol- 
lowing the monthly meeting there — The 
two firſt of thefe four days were painfully 
exerciſing; but through patience in tribulation, | 


and not prefuming to put forth a hand, or 


go forward, until the Shepherd of Ifrael 


went before me 2 me on in the open- 


ings of light and life, I at length obtained 


deliverance, triumphed over all oppoſition, 


and coming forth from under that, weight 
of death and darkneſs I had. felt, found re- 
newed ability the two laſt days thoroughly 
_ . to reheve my mind among them; which 
Was not only to the reproof of the luke- 
Varm and diſobedient, but abundantly to

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the watering and refreſhment of thoſe who 


were truly hungering and thirſting after 
righteouſneſs. I was made ſenſible that

eminently filled. 
20th, 1 had a meeting at the Bay-ſide; 


jt was Glent and dull for a long time; after 


which my mouth was opened in the pure 
goſpel ſpring, and the meeting continued 


ſome conſiderable length of time longer, in 
a very open and relieving manner; the na- 
ture of goſpel worſhip and of all real goſpel 

miniſtry, being largely opened to the peo- 


ple—may it faſten as a nail in a ſure place. 
Oh! how I have mourned before the Lord, 


under a ſenſe of the death and formality _ 


which reigns in Chriſtendom ! for want of 
waiting for divine help, and through puſh- 
ing forward in man's time and ability 
which brings forth but a form of godli- 
neſs and deyotion, without the life and 
power of it. 


31ſt, 1 had a very large and highly * 
voured meeting at Third-Haven, among the 


inhabitants of the town, many of whom 
had not been at any of the preceding meet- 


ings there. Goſpel light ſhined eminentlyß 


among us, and I hope and believe inſtruc- 
tion was ſealed on ſome minds preſent, in a

both precious ſeaſons after long waiting. The 
two days following, we were at a meetin 
with the Nicholites (ſo called) at two of their 
meeting-houſes; and, after long and painful 
waiting, I laboured among them, I hope to 
the benefit of ſome of their ſouls. 

After this we went into Delaware ſtate, 
and had meetings at our friend Baptis Lay's 
at Cold-Spring, Lewis-Town, Three-Runs, 
Mother-kill, Frederico and Mother-kil] / 
again. We were helped through to profit 

and relief in them all; though moſtly in a 
way much to the ſubjection of our own | 
creaturely wills. Oh! what need there is 
to lie low, and riſe only as the pure life ariſes, | 
leſt we be found offering ſtrange fire, or lift- 
ing up a tool on the Lord's altar.—Content- 
ment in a lowly ſtate, and moving on gent- 
1y in the real neceflity, is highly acceptable 
to him, without whom we can do nothing. 
Here we acknowledge his might, his right 
to command even faithfulneſs in the little,

My mind was deep- 


1y baptized into ſympathy with the ſuffering 


ſeed in all theſe meetings—but as I was fa- 


voured and enabled to keep in the life, and 


attentive to the openings thereof, I got relief 


from day to day, in a line of cloſe plain deal- 
ing, which was to me yery laborious; to ſome 


preſent very alarming; and to athers greatly 
confolating and encouraging. 
And now, finding my mind greatly reliey- 


ed from a heavy weight of exercile, I had to 
behold the great danger of taking my flight 
on a day of reſt and pleaſantneſs —Oh; how 
careful ought we to be in all our words and

Account of his. voyage to Europe. 
N the 26th. day of the 11th mo. $796, 
took a ſolemn leave of my dear father, 
| father and mother-1-law, my two youngeſt 
children, whom I left in their care, and of 
my brothers and ſiſters- in- law. and -ACCOMPA- 
nied by my kind friends Thomas Arnold and 
Smith Brown, went to Boſton. 27th, the 
hip not ready to fail, I made fome prepar- 
rations for the voyage. 29th, my two ſaid 
friends returning home, I attended the meet- 
ing in Boſton which was ſmall ; J had howe- 
ver a few words of invitation for them. 20th, 
E went to Lynn, and 1 of the 12th month, 
viſited divers families there; and 2d, attended 
their large meeting in flence; 3d, returned 
to Boſton; 4th, wrote letters home ; and 5th, 
went on board the ſhip Mercury of 240 tons, 
bound for Dunkirk, Benjamin Glover, of 
Nantucket, maſter. We failed about noon: 
ſome time in the afternoon we loſt fight of 
Boſton. In the night all hands were called 
UP, and the ſhip put about in order to return 
to the harbour, ſhe. leaking, and the leak ra- 
pidly increaſing, that is, from the rate of one 
| Jwundred ſtrokes cf the pump an hour to ſix 
hundred. The captain, mates and crew, were 
-alarmed; but ſhe ſoon leaked leſs on this tack, 
and they put about again,. — th, the ſhip ſtill

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ed on the outſide ſor the leak, but found 
none; after which, the leak moderating, 


cheerſulneſs returned in the faces of Rn 


company. - 
Ith, The leak greatly inceeaſedato near one 
thouſand ſtrokes an hour. Sadneſs again re- 


ſumed its empire over the crew. The captain 


knew not what to do: at length he put 
about again, and ſailed homeward a while. 
The weather was pretty rugged during. the 
time of this, increaſing leak; The leak con- 


tinuing, the captain ordered a hole to be cut 


through tlie, ſecond deck to go in and ſeareh 
ſor it, which was done. and the leak. ſoon 


found, to wit, an open augur-hole of about an 


inch and a half, at the ſhip's ſtern, ſo high 
up as not to leak conſtantly, which being 
ſtopped, the number of ſtrokes. were Toon re- 
duced to. twenty-five an hour. Oh! what a 
change this wrought in the. countenances of 
the poor ſailors. They ſoon ſeemed as if they 
had forgot all their ſorrows: They put. ſhip 
about, and now ſeemedas if they were going 


to ſea inearneſt. Thecaptain'slooksproclaim- 


ed the relief of his heart, though he was mo- 
derate through all. My truſt was only in 

God my. hope, refuge and defence. I ap-

The motion of 
the ſhip has kept me a little ſea- ſick.—qth, 
cloudy and rainy. — I ſat a while in folemn 
ſtlence, waiting upon the Lord my God; but 
though my mind was ſomewhat ſtayed, it was 
inwardly as outwardly, a cloudy time, indeed 
a time of deep proving to me:—1oth, At even- 
Ing the wind aroſe, and roared tremendouſly, 
it helckall night: the men tied up the ſails, laſh- 
ed the helm, and let the ſhip drift in the wind 
and waves.—Frth, the gale ftill continued all 
the laſt night, and alt this day and night with 
violence. The captain ſaid this morning he 
had not, for eight years paſt, known ſo terri- 
ble a time, for ſo long continuance, though 
that was but about the middle of it: and in- 
deed it was conſiderably more violent the 
night following than at all before. It ſtormed 
through the whole; but this night the ſtorm 

and tempeſt of wind was dreadful. The ſhip 
was bound on a whaling voyage from Dun- 
kirk, and for that purpoſe had boats oh 
board. One of thefe was conſiderably daſhed 
to pieces this night? three or four yards or 
ſpars were loft: ſeveral fowls died, and the

but appear very inſenfible. and unde bens 
as to divine influence. There is indeed ſo 

little entrance into their hearts in 535 
| places, that it amen prevents a door of ut- 
terance; 
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trance; and when ſomething opens, it rer 
quires great humility and watchfulneſs to 
keep on the right foundation. I had ſome 
ſatisfaction in theſe laſt meetings, though 
Truth did not reign triumphant over all, as 
at ſome other times.

Bewley, junior, ſon of dear Thomas Bewley, 
at whoſe houſe I lodged at Dublin, I went 
to Baltibois, and had there an open meet- 
ing among a few Friends and others, and 
we rode to Ballitore, where I was ſick all the 
next day, being taken the day before. 19th, 
Had a pretty good meeting here, and next 
day another at Caſtiedermot; the day 
following at Carlow, where, near the cloſe 
of the atternoon meeting, I had to bear teſ- 
timony to a good degree of peace and ſa- 
tisfaction. 22d. Long filence prevailed in a 
meeting I had at Kilconnor; but Truth 
gave us the victory at laſt: bleſſed be the 
name of the Lord for ever.

Thence accompanied ſtill by 
dear Thomas Bewley, jun. we went to Ratk- 
friland, and zd of 8th month, had a good 
meeting there.

J was conſiderably enlarged in teſtimony, 
but in ſo low and feeble a manner, that al- 
ter meeting I ſunk into great diſcourage- 
ment, though I ſtood up and proceeded in 
the evidence and feeling of duty, yet very 
little life or relief of mind was experienced. 
[The meeting was large. «th, Exereiſe of 
mind and pain of body cauſed the laſt to 
be unto me a night of much uneafnels; but 
endeayouring this morning to * poſſeſs my- 
ſelf in paticnce, I became at length com- 
poſed.” 6th, I remained unwell, but rode to 
Lurgan, and was at meeting there next day. 
I felt no freedom that publiek notice ſhould | 
be given, which was very unuſual; and 
near the cloſe of the meeting, (having fat 
in filence) I ſtood up, though not expecting.

My bowels yearned towards them, 
but we could not fee.a way open in the light 
to appoint another meeting. So in much 
love we left them, and rode to Ballynacree. 
I I9th, We had good open meetings at Bal- 
lynacrec and Colerain. My openneſs and 
ſervice was as uſual mcſtly towards people 
not of our ſociety; and next day at Tober- 
bead, which appeared to be a feeble one; and 
the day following I had good ſatis faction in 
the monthly meeting at Grange, near Charle- 
mont, both in the publick and in the more 
ſelect part.

27th, We had a meeting at a "aloe called 
Cabra among a few Friends and a pretty 
many Preſpyterians. In this meeting gol- 
pel truths lowed ſomewhat largely in a gen- 
tle current of life to the people; but there 
was too little of a door of entrance into their 
hearts to admit of any great dominion of the 
divine life among them. Even Jeſus wrought 
not many mighty works in ſome places, be- 
cauſe of the people's unbelict; they ſhut up 
the kingdom of heaven againſt themfelves, 
which is often the cafe in our day. Next day I 
attended at Grange; and from the giſt of 
the 8th month to the 2d of the gth, was held 
the quarterly meeting there, in the courſe of 
which Truth reigned over all, both in publick 
teſtimony, and at times in folemn ſilence, 
though ſome ſpirits ſemed oppoſed thereto. 
Ath, Attended again the meeting at Grange, 
and next day rode to Lurgan, and had a 
painful meeting there. Notice was given to 
the town's people, and many attended; but it 
ſeemed as though they knew ſcarce any thing 
about the life of religion. I got little relief 
among them. Friends there, as woll as others, 
are ina lo ſtate. 

After this I was at two meetings at Moy- 
allen; one filent, and the other nearly ſo, 
One at Ballyhagan, long ſilent and ſuffering, 

but ended triumphant. One at Richill, dull 
Na mg, One at Caſtleſhane, filent un- 
. ons 
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til near the cloſe, when I opened to the peo 
ple the impoſſibility of man's preaching the 
goſpel without immediate divine help. One 
at Cootehill, wherein the joy of the Lord was 
our ſtrength, and in true goſpel authority the 
people were inſtructed in the goſpel myſteries 
of Chriſt in man, his hope ot glory. At Coote- 
hill there was a great fair and a fight, which 
was in ſome degree bloody, confidering the 
_ occaſion, between the ſoldiers with ſwords, 
and country people with clubs, about a lad 
juſt enliſted, who attempting to make his 
_ eſcape, the ſoldiers endeavouring to ſecure 
him, the country people were enraged, and 
aiming to ſupport his eſcape, the quarrel ran 
ſo high that the ſtreet was in an uproaf from 
End to end; and heing crowded full of coun- 
try people, town's people and ſoldiers, to the 
amount I ſuppoſe of {everal thouſands, the 
ſcene was truly affecting; and though I be- 
lieve there were no lives lofi; yet as there was 
conſiderable bloodſhed, and diy ers wounded, 
it afforded a very horrid f pectacle. of the de- 
pravity of human nature. And I thought i 


not a mils to give a hint-of it here, as. it. led 


me to nournover the benighted and dreadful 


& ſtate of poor mankind. 


What dreadful wars have WY through 
almoſt all ages and nations! What rivers of 
blood have human beings drawa from hu- 
man beings! and what havock are men ſtill 
making of kimin lives, who ſay they are 
chirſtains! At this very day (Oh! ſad to men-

find the fear of God in an actor? yet, ſor- 

_ rowful to ſay, too many great profeffors of 
chriſtianity, and ſome of the pretended mi- 


niſters of the goſpel, are not aſhamed openly 


to plead for, 5 with all their eloquence 
promote the deſtructive practice of ſtage- 
playing. My very ſoul is grieved within 
me, when I view the fallen ſtate of poor de- 
generated chriſtians, and above all the dead, 
dark and carnal-minded ftate of the clergy, 
ſo called, like ſwarms of locuſts they darken 
the air, and in many places cat up almoſt 
every green thing.

The teſtimony at Athy: was much by way 


_ opening the deceits, worldly-mindedneſs, 


and want of real goſpel qualification, in thoſe 
-hireling teachers, who if ever ſuch in any age 
exiſted, are the * blind leaders of the blind.“ 
And I am perſuaded that no claſs of men in 
theſe nations do. more to obſtruct the true 
work of the goſpel, and the coming of Chriſt's 
kingdom on earth as in heaven, than theſe; 
but I repeat it again, God will do them away! 
For falſe religion and worſhip ſhall be ſhaken, 
as well as earthly- mindedneſs and corrupt go- 
vernment, in order to make way for that 
which cannot be ſhaken, the work of God's 
holy ſpirit in men's hearts; and that worſhip 
and religion which the holy operation thereof 
enables man to perſevere in, to his own un- 
ſhaken peace, and the exaltation of the divine 
glory. .

dead formal image of worſhip, conſiſting of 
words without lite and ſounds without ſub- 
ſtance. 
When the meeting comchinied- 1 reproved 
the levity and irreverence of the people, en- 
deavoured to put them upon a ſerious enqui- 
ry reſpecting preparation for death, and left 
them with an aching heart. Many of them 
ſeemed not to know their right hand from 
their left more than the Ninevites did; which 
is indeed the caſe With too many of the 1 pre- 
 fefſors of chriſtianity in England and 4 
and the prieſts above all men have mourn- 
fully contributed to its being ſo! and this 1 
believe will ever be the caſe, where and as 
long as the preachers are mere hirelings: 
For, God will not give his glory to another, 
Nor his praiſe to graven images or the works 
of men's hands of any kind, however ſpeci- 
ous or refined. He will indeed glorify the. 
_ *-houſe of his glory, where his honour 
_ dwelleth; where the holy ſpirit is the ſpring 
of action; and where he is the worker of 
all things? where his people will be fill, and 
know that he is God; where they patiently 
wait for him, and © let him ariſe, not ariſ- 
ing themſelves vibes him or without him 
| 5 But 
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But alas! alas! who: and where are e theſe ? 
T ruly not all who are profefling ſo to do. 
But this is the ſtandard unto. which the true 


aid thorough goſpel worſhipper muſt be re- 
duced, And though too many among us are 


falling ſhort. of this ſtandard, yet there are 


many who are alive in the power and domi- 
nion of Truth, our firſt principle, and which 


is the everlaſting principle and ſupport of all 
that is truly. actin in every ſociety to the 


world's end. 

Under theſe conſiderations I'do oft fer- 
N deſire we may be a living, faithful, 
fpiritual people; firmly believing, if we are 
ſufficiently ſo, we ſhall, above all the families 
of the earth, ſnew forth God's praiſe; many 
thouſands will flow unto Sion, there they 


will behold Jeruſalem a quiet habitation; 
he bleſſed with the dew of Hermon, and 
rejoice in the dew that deſcends on. the 
mountains of Zion, where the Lord com 


mands the bleſſing, even life for evermore ; 
whilſt the mere ſelf- active formal hirelings, 
remaining in their ſelf-active ſtate, promo- 


ting aboliſhed ſhadowy obſervations, will not 
aſcend far into the mountain of myrrh and 


hill of frankincenſe; but continue to wither 
and die. — Read William Penn's rife and pro- 


greſs of the people called Quakers, wherein 


is ſhewn how one people after another ſunk 


into formality. Conſider deeply how lament- 


ably it has been the caſe with ſome of us; and 
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divine life, we ſhall be rejected as well as 
others: 
However, if am a given to diſcern the g 
of the times, a revival will take place among 
us; but it will be only through faithfulneſs 
and deep dwelling, being baptized into death, 
and ariſing in the newneſs of life with Chriſt.

25th, 
We had a lively precious meeting at Balli- 
murry. Next day I reſted and wrote, and 
endeayoured to be content in my preſent al- 
lotment, though truly it is ſometimes difficult 
to feel reſignation in ſo painful a pilgrimage 
as much of mine has been in Ireland. There 
is ſo much ſuperſtition and liteleſs formality 
among the people in general; ſo little real 
religious exereiſe, or true knowledge and ex- 
perience of divine things; and ſuch ſtriving .

5 anſwer inſtead of life and ſubſtance; that it 
is often almoſt impoſſible to obtain much 
ſolid relief, by expreſſing among them even 
what opens and imprefles the mind in the life 
and love of the goſpel. | 
This was a moſt trying day to me. The 
elements ſcemed all in commotion. Strife, 
conteſt and alarm ſeemed almoſt continually 
to pervade the whole man, and agitate all 
that was alive within me. I ſtrove for calm- 
_ neſs and patience; but great was the diſtreſs, 
which I was left to labour under, and extreme 
abe deſertion of all ſenſible comfort or divine 
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good. I looked up towards heaven; I trled 
to draw inwardly near unto God, and to 
crave his aſſiſtance, and the return of his 
countenace and preſence; but he hid him- 
{elf in the thick darkneſs, and ſtood as it were 
aloof from my cry.
